A HOMELY SUBJECT.

Scotch Capital Invested in Cattle 
Ranches in Wyoming. 

The largest sale of American cattle and 
ranch property on record was completed at 
Edinburg, Scotland last Monday. Last 
summer Mr. James Wilson, of Edinburg, 
came to this country to look at the Western 
cattle business, and perhaps invest for him- 
self and friends. After looking through 
Kansas, New Mexico, and Colorado, he went 
to Wyoming. That Territory he con- 
sidered was well sheltered and well 
adapted to grazing and ranching purposes. 
At Cheyenne Mr. Wilson met Mr. A. H. 
Swan, the manager of the three live-stock 
companies known as the Swan & Frank 
Live-Stock Company, the National 
Cattle Company, and the Swan & 
Anthony Cattle Company. At Mr. Wilson’s 
request he was shown this n and was 
much delighted with it. The result was that 
the trustees ot the combined companies gave 
Mr. Wilson the refusal of the property at a 
Stipulated price, $2,553,825. Mr. Wilson re- 
turned to Scotland. Mr. Swan acconipaning 
him, and the sale was consummated last 
week at the above price. On the ranch are 
87,000 head of cattle, 1,200 horses, 1,600 
graded bulls, a large lot of land, buildings, 
etc. The range extends over 100 miles one 
way and forty another, and is one of the 
most valuable in the West. 

A new company has been organized, known 
as the Swan Land and Cattle Company, with 
a capital of $3,000,000. About one-third of 
this capital is held by Chicago par- 
ties, among them being Joseph Frank, 
Rosenbaum Brothers, G. Snydacker, 
and II. and L. E. Frank. Mr. 
Swan will continue as manager, and the 
Cheyenne parties interested in the old firm 
hold a considerable interest in the consolida- 
tion.

Objections of Chicago Justices to the 
iii to Punish Drunkarde. 

A Tumors reporter yesterday asked a 
number of the Justices and police maxis-

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A Great Falliog Of in the East- 
Bound Freight Ship- 
ments. 


Chances of a War Among the Roads—Dressed 
Beef Rates—Miscellaneous Notes. 


Dull Times Approaching—Another 
Heavy Decrease in East-Bound 
Freight Shipments. 

The boom in east-bound freight shipments 
which kept up so remarkably until March 24 
is pow entirely over. Within two weeks 
east-bound shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from this city have had such a 
decline as has never before been experienced. 
Of course it was not expected that with the 
opening of navigation so close at hand the 
total shipments would remain in the neigh- 
borhood of 70,000 tons per week, which they 
were tor the week ending March 24, and for 
some months previous to that. But no one 
expected that the decline would be so heavy 
and so sudden, For the week ending March 
24 the total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions east from this city amounted to 70,707 
tons. For the week ending March “31 they 
ran down to 48,092, and for the week just 
past the total amounted to but 30,647 tons. 
Sinch March 24 the flour shipments have 
fallen otf 7,477 tohs; the grain shipments 29,- 
137 tons; and the provision shipments 3,446 
tons. It willthus beseen that while there 
has been a decrease on all the above-named 
articles, the principal falling off was on 
grain shipments, which shows that the heavy 
decrease in east-bound shipments is mostly 
due to the approaching opening of naviga- 
tion. East-bound shipments are now but lit- 
tle heavier than they were at this time last 
year, when they amounted for the week cor- 
responding with the one just past to 28,172 
tons, or a difference of only 2.000 
tons, and it is quite likely that this 
ditference will be wiped out this week. For 
the same week in 1881 the total shipments 
were 53,963 tons. This rather indicates that 
the business of the roads running East from 
this city will not be heavier during this sum- 
mer than the last one, unless there should be 
awar between the trunk lines, which is not 
at all among the improbabilities, although 
strong efforts are being made to prevent it. 

The great trouble between the trunk lines 
is that they find it rather difficult to agree 
upon percentages for the two new Eastern 
lines from this city—the Nickel-Plate and the 
Chicago & Atlantic. If these roads are not 
admitted into the east-bound pool and guar- 
anteed a percentage of the business, they 
will be compelled to cut the rates, and this 
of course will compel the regular pool lines 
to follow suit. An attempt was made in 
New York during the last week to admit 
the Nickel-Plate into the east-bound live- 
stock pool, but failed, because the Nickel- 
Plate demanded 15 per cent of the business, 
which is largely in excess of what the Grand 
Trunk and Baltimore & Ohio are now getting. 
Of course no such exorbitant demand could 
be entertalned, especially as the Chicago & 
Atlantic will open for through business and 
will then also want proportionately as large 
a share as the Nickel-Piate. The matter has 
been referred to Arbitrator Adams, who 
will have no easy task in arriving ata satis- 
factory solution of the problem. If the 
Nickel-Plate is given an unduly large 
share of the livestock business, it 
will no doubt ask for an equally large pro- 
portion of the dead-freight business, and 
that question will be still more difficult of 
solution than the live-stock one. 

There is another matter that is likely to 
cause considerable trouble among the 
Eastern lines this spring. An effort is mak- 
ing by the roads which do but little of the 
dressed-beef business to strike a blow at 
the Grand Trunk and one or two other lines 
which are doing the bulk of it by bringing 
about an advance in dressed-beef rates. At 
present the rate from Chicago to New York 
is 60 per cent more than the live-stock rates, 
which, it is claimed, is about as high as the 
business can stand, and the roads which now 
do most of it say they would rather with- 
draw from the pool than to submit to a 
further advance in dressed-beef rates.

The Grand Trunk Policy. 

Toronto, Ont., April 7.—[Special.]—It is 
understood here that the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way Company, in consequence of the trouble 
they experience in working, and the mis- 
representation to which the company and its 
officers are constantly subjected, will re- 
move almost immediately their locomotive 
establishments from the Cities of Hamilton 
and Toronto. The great English companies 
long ago adopted the policy of building up 
towns at points remote from the large 
centres of population and which would be 
principally inhabited by their own employés, 
as, for instance, Crewe on the London 
& Northwestern Railway, the people 
resident in which are almost wholly 
employed on the 3 The place sends a 
representative to the House of Commons. 
Stratford is said to be looked upon as the 
most eligible piace for the western shops 
and a large tract of land is to be purchased 
east of Toronto on which to place running- 
sheds and ample yard accommodation. This 
arrangement would better equalize the mile- 
age of the divisions between Belleville on 
the one hand and Stratford and Hamilton on 
the other. It would prevent delays which 
now arise in the working of trains, and en- 
able the train staffs, etc., to live cheaper, as 
well as materially reduce the company’s ex- 
pendlitures. 


To Put None but Sober Men on Guard. 
GALENA, III., April 7.— [Special. — Orders 
have just been issued by Superintendent 
Swine ford. of Baraboo, aud posted up along 
the line of the Galena and Madison Division 
of the Chicago & Northwestern Road, pro- 
viding that from this date all trainmen in the 
employ of the company who are found drink- 
ing in saloons or are known to be 
in the habit of using liquor as 
a beverage will summarily dis- 
charged, and that the simple presence 
of employés in saloons, providing they are 
not seen to drink, shall be regarded by the 
company as sufficient evidence that such 
men are intemperate, and they’ will, in con- 
sequence, be relieved from duty. The order 
applies te section as well as to train men, and 
is to be 1 ＋ enforced. The prompt res- 
ignation of all those who are unwilling to 
1 with the provisions is called for. It 
is the intention of the company to have none 
but strictly temperate men in their employ.

THE IRISH CONVENTION. 

Now that it is very certain Mr. Parnell will 
not come to this country at present the pros- 
pects for any good arising outof the forthcom- 
ing Land- League Convention at Philadelphia 
are not encouraging. ‘There are to be two 
of these conventions, the one comprising rep- 
resentatives from the National League ot 
Ireland, the Lrish National Land League of 
the United States and Canada, and the Com- 
mittee of Seven, which will meet on the 26th 
inst. On the 27th there will be a second con- 
vention of the hodge-podgesort, to which all 
lrish-American temperance, mutual aid, lit- 
erary, musical, and patriotic organizations 
have been inyitea to send delegates. The 
object of these conventions, as it was origi- 
nally defined, was to unite all classes of Irish- 
men in some common organization, or to de- 
vise some common method of relieving lire- 
land. It was a praiseworthy object, but 
there is now every reason to believe that the 
methods which will be devised will only 


serve to intensify the sufferings of Ireland. 


Mr. Parnell’s decision not to come has al- 
ready induced the hot-headed leaders to 
turn the convention into a meeting for talk- 
ing dynamite and other impossible. methods 


| for obtaining the independence of Ireland, 


More than one leader has openly expressed 
Himself as in favor of a declaration of 
autonomy for Ireland, and as certain that 
such an expression would give belligerent 
rights to the lrish in America in any future 
martial enterprises they might take against 
the English Government. Mr. Patrick Ford, 
of New York, who has great influence, 
makes no secret of the affirmation that dyna- 
mite resolutions will be introduced and that 
the convention as a body will approve them, 
It may also be accepted as certain that an et- 
fort will be made to unite all the- Irish- 
American organizations ina declaration of 
Irish independence. Mr. M. D. Gallagher, 
the President of the Parnell Land League, 
who is opposed to all these incendiary 
projects, also confirms the belief thatin the 
absence of Mr. Parnell the dynamiters 
will foree their resolutions and policy 
upon the convention and control its ac- 
tion. It is certain that Mr. Parnell, were 
he in attendance, would not favor any such 
policy, but at the same time he might not be 
able to control it. In such case it is proba- 
bly just as well that he does not come, for as 
matters are going now he can be of more 
service at home, where the dynamiters are 
practically at work, than in this country, 
where there is nothing more harmful than 
resolutions to be expected, or indirect aid 
and sympathy with the Dublin and London 
eonspirators. 

At the same time, the convention will make 
a great mistake if it allows the O’ Rossa fac- 
tion to control it. It will forfeit a large 
share of the sympathy which Americans feel 
for the cause of Ireland, It will inevitably 
alienate this Government from any sym- 
pathy with it. Worse than all, it will only 
expose Ireland to renewed misery and suffer- 
ing, and innocent people to retaliatory 
measures. Declarations of an Irish Republic 
will not be worth the paper on which 
they are written. Republics are not 
made in this manner. Resolutions passed by 
frantic zealots three thousand miles away 
are not going to alter the relations of Ireland 
to England. If they resort to any beliigerent 
measures in this countrythey will only ex- 
pose themselves to interference from its Gov- 
ernment, It isan open question now whether 
O’Donovan-Rossa, if he really, as is alleged, 
is in complicity with the conspirators recent- 


‘| ly arrested at Birmingham, is not liable to 


arrest. If he and others are furnishing ex- 


‘plosive machines to the Fenians in England 


and Ireland, and teaching them how to use 
them, no reasonable opposition can be made 
to the request of the English Government 
that it be allpwed to land a corps of detectives 
here to help protect its rights; and it is open 
to question whether they are not violating 


| our own laws. Even could these hot- headed 


patriots carry out all their schemes without 
interference, their proposed liberation 
of Ireland by force. would be the 
wildest, most absurd, most  impractica- 
ble scheme ever contemplated in his- 
tory. It would be dashed to pieces 
in the first eneounter with the tremendous 
power of the English Government, The 
leaders in the movement ought to under- 
stand that the people of this country have no 
sympathy with dynamite or assasination, 
whatever the objects to be attalned may be, 
and there is no law-abiding citizen of it who 
would not approve of the arrest of O’Don- 
novan-Rossa or any other man who has been 
engaged in supplying Fenians across the 
water with dynamite-machines, and in ex- 
plaining and orderifiz their nse, It the lead- 
ers are wise they will oust the dynamiters, 
and place themselves and their cause before 
this country and the worid in alight which 
will command sympathy, epequragement, 
and practical assistance.

Itis perfectly certain that, if the job be 


left to the city contractor, it will be two or 


three months before the business therqugh- 
- fares willbe cleaned, and then the work will 
be only partially and unsatisfactorily done, 
During these sixty or ninety days the filth in 
the streets will injure business to an extent 
greatly in excess of the amount ot money 
which will be required for athorough cleans- 
ing. The wholesale bysiness will be dam- 
aged by the wear and tear on the horses and 
wagons engaged in hauling their stocks and 
the soiling of their goods, The retail busi- 
ness will be damaged still more by the loss 
of trade. When ladies cannot come down- 
town shopping except at the expense of drag- 
ging their dresses in the mud and getting 
splashed by vassing teams, it stands to reason 
that the attractiveness of shopping, 80 dear 
to the feminine heart, is considerably dimin- 
ished. The volume of spring trade will be 
contracted by many thousands of dollars if 
the main theroughfares be permitted to re- 
main in their present filthy condition. 3 

The expense of cleaning a block of pave- 
ment, ifequitably divided among the oecu- 
pauts of the stores and the owners of the of- 
fice buildings, will be exceedingly small to 
each individual subscriber. Without going 
into detail, it is probable that $10 from each 
party in interest, or a payment at that rate 
per twenty-five feet, would yield a sufficient 
sum to dig, sweep, and cart away the mad 
and dirt, and that $1 a week thereafter in the 
same proportion would keep the streets clean 
from day to day during the spring, The mer- 
chante and house-owners along Michigan 
and Wabash avenues, State, Clark, Dearborn, 
La Salle, and other principal thoroughfares 
running north and south, and the cross 
streets between the river and Van Buren 
street, will find it a paying investment to dis- 
charge the actual cost of doing the work. 
These same persons do not refuse or 
neglect to subscribe the necessary 
funds for sprinkling tne streets during the 
hot and dry season, but the cleaning of the 
streets during the wet and muddy season is 
of much greater importance. It the mer- 
chants, shopkeepers, and house-owners of 
two or three blocks would inaugurate the 
system the others would soon follow. Any 
owner or occupant whe should refuse to 
contribute his mite would soon be shamed 
into doing his duty by the filthy appearance 
in front of his premises, ahd it would not be 
long before he would discover that he was 
losing more than he saved by his niggardli- 
ness. 

There will be another advantage from this 
codperative system of street-cleaning in the 
business-districts. It will leave more of the 
city funds for cleaning the residence streets, 
and the merchants will thus get back at their 
homes a compensation fer their down-town 
expenditure. The appropriation for street- 
cleaning this year is $190,000. On the 
limited scale at which the contractors pro- 
ceed, with an insufficiént sum which is 


slowly and grudgingly paid out to them, they 


will scarcely reach the outside streets at all 
if they undertake to clean the business-dis- 
tricts first, The property-owners on Wabash 
avenue south of Twenty-third street, for in- 
stance, paid outa large sum of money last 
summer for the repaving of their street with 
the asphalt blocks, but the new pavement 
will be of little use or comfort to them if it 
shall remain uniler a foot of mud all spring, 
only to be converted into fine dust in the 
summer, There would be some chance to 
get the residence streets swept by the city 
contractors if the down-town streets were 
cleaned at private expense, If a few of 
those who are chiefly interested in having 
clean streets will go at this work the satis- 
factory result will induce others to follow, 
and some enterprising owner of teams can 
establish a good business by taking a block 
to clean, soliciting subscriptions, and doing 
the work upon the pian adopted for street- 
sprinkling. 


UNDERGROUND TRANSIT. 

The phenomenal growth of the cities of the 
world is foreing the question of transit on, 
over, or under their streets into the firs} 
place in public consideration. Paris has just 
chartered a company which proposes to 
build an elevated road and to carry the 
workingmen from one end of that city to the 
other and back for less than five eents a day. 
Boston is experimenting with the Meigs 
elevated road that was exhibited there some 
time ago. Philadelphia has put into opera- 
tion an experimental section of the cable road 
that is so successful for surface transit in 
San Franciseo and in Chicago. 

A bill has been favorably reported to the 
New York Legislature by the Assembly 
Committee on Cities to extend the powers of 
the company which has undertaken the task 
of building an underground road from the 
Battery to Harlem. Secretary Windom is in- 
terested in this project, and capitalists like 
Mr. Astor and Wilson G. Huntare ready to 
contribute the money that may be needed. 
Such engineers as Gen. Viele and Gen, Me- 
Clellan have deciared the plans of the com- 

pany perfectly feasible, 

The enterprise is nothing less stupendous 
than the construction underneath Broadway 
ot a subterranean Broadway with sidewalks 
for foot-passengers, electric lights, two 
tracks for way-trains, two tracks for express- 
trains, and conduits for carrying water, 
sewer, gas, steam, and otlier pipes, and the 
telegraph wires. All this is to be dene with- 
out disturbing a stone or brick on the upper 
street. As the excavation is made, begin- 
ning at the Battery, the sidewalks and road- 
way of Broadway will be replaced on arches 
of solid masonry resting on heavy iron col- 


umns set in secure foundations. There will 


be no interruption to travel, as a movable 
street one block long will be kept over the 
excavation and pushed along as it prog 

The iron columns that support the ubper 
street will be used for carrying the surface 
drainage to the sewers. The cost of this 
work will be about $2,000,000 a mile, and the 
length of the road will be twelve miles, from 
the Battery to Harlem. 

Elevated transit has not proved a complete 
success in New York, and there are nota 
few persons who believe the day will come 
when the present structures will be taken 
down. They are a nuisance that can only be 
endured until a substitute has been found. 
When accidents-oceur between stations the 
unhappy passengers are caged for hours in 
the upper air, unable 10 reach the ground, 
although within waiking distance perhaps 
ot their homes. Boks, live’coals, grease, and 
tobaeco quids aré.gontinyally dropping from 
the engines, or cars, or passengers upon the 
passers-by below. The expense of keeping 
this iron bridge, twelwe miles long, in safe 
repair, with trains rushing over it at a high 
rate of d. is very great, and this, with 
that of making good the damages that have 
acerued fo properf on the lines of the roads, 
may carry the cost of elevated transit so hich 
thag it will have to be abandoned. Another

| face transit can never under any circum- 


stances be rapid transit. Our river with its 


bridges, which would detain trains almost 
continually during the season of lake navi- 
gation, make elevated roads from the centre 


of the city impossible in any direction except 
towards the south, while the greatest need 


of rapid transit is towards the west. The 
steam roads which enter the city on all sides 
and approach go near the centre do not give 
intramural transit, as their routes are not 
the ones the streams of city population fol- 
low, and as surface roads they are restricted 
to a speed of six miles an hour. 

These considerations give us a special in- 
terest in watching the success of the New 
York underground scheme. If successful 
there, it would be successful here, With 
electricity to light the tunnel, and electricity 
to drive the engines without smoke ar gas, 
the horrors of the underground travel of 
London could be entirely avoided. The ex- 
pansiveness ef Chicago is a characteristic 
that demands rapid transit as urgently as the 
concentration of population along the nar- 
row axis of New York. The underground 
plan is the only one that disposes of the dif- 
ficulty,; of the river, The digging tnrongh 
our clay and sand would be as easy as it will 
be arduous through the hard rocks of New 
York, Water will be the obstacle that would 
give us the most trouble, but that (vauld 
easily be disposed of by drainage and pum 

— 
FUNERAL REFORMG. 

The newspaper discussion of the objec- 
tionable features of the prevailing funeral sys- 
tem has recently been revived, especially in 
regard tothe dangers from exposure in raw 
weather and on damp ground, There is no 
doubt that the attendance at funerals and the 
observance of the common usages are re- 
sponsible tor a large amount of ensuing ill- 
ness and many deaths, At a time when 
pneumonia has become almost as full of ter- 
ror as scarl-t-fever or small-pox in an epi- 
demie form, it is certainly perilous, if not 
actually sinful, to impose by mere force of 
custoin an unnecessary exposure upon those 
who feel it a duty to accompany the remains 
of a deceased friend to the cemetery and 
stand with uncovered head during the cere- 
mony at the grave, Respect for the dead 
does not properly involve danger to the liy- 
ing 


In spite of the progressive spirit of the age 
cremation does not seem to grow in favor. 
The number of those who believe in incin- 
eration in theory may be increasing, but the 
actual practice of this means of disposing of 
the dead is so rare as to command universal 
attention for every individual case, No prej- 
udices are more deeply rooted than those 
which pertain to the treatment of the dead, 
and many generations of the living will inter- 
vene before cremation will be substituted for 
interment of the body. Meanwhile the cause 
of public health demands some radical re- 
formsin burial usages. Thefirst step should 
be taken by the companies owning or con- 
trolling cemeteries, and an excellent model 
is furnished by the principal cemetery in 
Utica, N. V., which is provided with two 
capacious chapels, One is of stone, where 
funeral services are held in summer, and the 
Other of iron and glass, where they are held 
during the rest of the year. The chapel is 
described as a sort of conservatory, full of 
tropical verdure, the funeral-train passes 
through a covered carriageway, and the 
services are conducted in light and warmth, 
among trailing vines and blooming shrubs. 
At the conclusion of the services the corpse 
is surrendered. to keepers, who bestow it in 
a vault to await interment in the grave un- 
der the supervision of one or more of the 
immediate family or friends of the deceased, 
In this manner the large number of persons 
trequently in attendance at funerals are 
saved the perils of exposure in inclement 
weather. Every cemetery should be pro- 


} vided with similar appointments; and it 


would be well if the Illinois Legislature, 
now in session, would pass a law requiring 
at least one such chapel for every burying- 
ground of larger dimensions than the village 
churchyard. 

There are other reforms which may be es- 
tablished speedily by example. Thewmost im- 
portant of these is to make private funerals 
fashionable. Let the usual services be held 
in ehureh or at the residence, to which 
friends shall be invited, with a notice that at 
the termination thereof the friends are de- 
sired to leave the remains in charge of the 
family and pall-bearers to be taken to their 
last resting-place. By this means a large 
part of the expense attached to the funeral 
may be saved to families who cannot afford 
to engage a score or more of carriages, the 
friends will not be tempted to risk a danger- 
otis exposure in order to show their respect 
for the deceased or friendship for his family, 
and the privacy of the last rites will add 
to their solemnity. The custom of promiscu- 
ous floral offerings, would also be more 
honored in the breach than in the observ- 
ance. It has come to be a serious tax upon 
people of small means and wide acquaint- 
ance, A false sense of pride induces many 
people to incur expense for flowers to send 
to the funerals of deceased friends which 
they cannot afford. The example of private 
funerals and family flowers should be set by 
the rich, fbr the people of the middle and 
poorer classes will strive to keep up appear- 
ances as long as the present system remains 
in vogue. There is absolutely no compensa- 
tion fbr the personal exposure and hardships 
ineident to the funeral eustoms of the day. 
There is no other occasion where mere os- 
tentation is so vulgar, and it can be of no 
possible advantage to the deceased to have 
his last appearance on earth entail misfort- 
une upon those who were dearest or most at- 
tached to him in life.

ILLITERACY. 

In December last Dr. Eaton, United States 
Commissioner of Education, delivered an ad- 
dress before the Union League Club of New 
York City on “Illiteracy, and its Soeial, 
Political, and Industrial Effects.“ Dr. Baton 
analyzes the census of 1880, and from the 
analysis deduces conelusions of the most 
startling nature, 

Let us group a few significant facts of the 
census. There are six and a quarter million 
persons 10 years of age and over, say one- 
eighth of the entire population of the United 
States, who cannot write their names—sl,- 
814 more than in 1870. There are four and a 
quarter million persons, 21 years of age and 
over, who eannot write, and half of these are 
white persons, There are tourteen million 
children of school age in the country, of 
whom only nine millions attend the public 
schools. 

These few salient features of the census 
are sufficient for our present purpose. They 
are sufficient to show that the experiment of 
the maintenance of popular free government, 
based on universal intelligence, is not being 
tried in the United States. They show, on 
the contrary, that it is being tried under con- 
ditions not very dissimilar to those under 
which ali the so-called strong Governments 
ot history haye been wrecked. They show 
such a large admixture of ignorance as must, 
unless dispelled, inevi lead to riot, 
bloodshed, and revolution. or the ignorance 
of large masses of a population prevents 
them from ; „ and so 
tends to the co of in a few 
hands. In the race for Weulth, intelligence 
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by debauching the ignorant and poor suf- 


frage. 

Already we have a land monopoly scarcely 
less oppressive in its futüre probabilities 
than that of Great Britain; it girdies the 
land in the form of railway grants. Com- 
bination among the railway magnates has 
destroyed competition, and we have a m0- 
nopoly of transportation Which involves, In 
the end, absolute control of prices of. all 
the great staples, Through combination we 


have an absolute coal monopoly. Through 


the same influence the telegraph. monopoly 
is supreme, In the same way the Standard 
Oil Company eontrols the price of light for 
all mankind, Through legislation all these 
monopolists lay their hands heavily on 
producers. They commence at the party 
primary and never relax their vigilance until 
the Legisiature or the Congress adjourns. 
In Republiedn districts they are Republicans, 
in Democratic districts Democrats, in doubt- 
ful districts doubtful, They have no souls, 
for they are corporations, Their god is 
greed, and the lever with which they control 
legislation is ignorance. 

Every fifth man who marches up to the 
polling-beoth, taking the average through 
the United States, is an illiterate, He can- 
not write his name. He is iguorant of the 
issue upon which he votes, He belongs to 
the army of voting cattle, and that army of 
illiterates holds the balance of power in every 
election. This fifth’ man cannot be re- 
claimed; it is too late. But his children can 
and must be edueated if our free institutions 
are to be preserved. How to do it is the 
problem of problems, for upon its early solu- 
tion depends the life of the Great Republic. 
It is nota question of philanthropy! it isa 
question of self-preseryatiop, not to the poor 
alone, but quite as much to the rich. For if 
the Government is to be wrecked, he who 
has the largest stake in the country is des- 
tined to suffer most. 

Communism ig spreading all over the face 
of the earth. No conlitry is exempt from its 
malign influences, Out of the ranks of the 
5,000,000 children for whom we provide no 
school accommodations tens of thousands of 
Communists will emerge upon the stage of 
active life, ready to deposit the perjured 
ballot in the sacred urn, and equaliy ready 
to carry and apply the torch of the ingen- 
diary. Llliteracy is the enemy of property 
rights. For, however long it may be bribed 
to protect them, there comes atime when it 
assumes the form of the Commune, and 
stabs, shoots, hangs, and burns. 

What will you do with these 6,250,000 of 
persons 10 years ot age and over who can- 
not write their names even, and who threaten 
the Government, threaten property, threaten 
civilization itself? They are savages who 
will seek to live in a civilized state by savage 
methods. They swarm in our cities, swelling 
the ranks of the eriminal class. They crowd 
our penitentiaries, emerging again from time 
to time to prey on society. 

Senator Logan’s proposition to devote 
$60,000,000 annually from the whisky excise 
was received with something very like a 
sneer, but it must eome to this if the land is 
to be saved from the deadly blight of igno- 
rance. It will require twice the sum de- 
manded by Mr. Logan to place these 5,000,000 
vagrant children in school, where they must 
be placed if the country is to be saved from 


danger.

FIRES AND INSURANCE. 

The magnitude of the losses of public and 
private property by fire exceeds probably the 
estimates of even careful observers. An es- 
timate by an insurance paper shows that the 
losses by fire in this country and in Canada 
during the year 1882 (not including in the 
estimate any loss less than $100) exceed 
$90,000,000, This was a total loss, an annihi- 
lation of that mueh accumulated earnings of 
labor, all of which vanished in smoke. The 
distribution of this immense amount of 
losses @mong the States and Territories of 
the United States and in Canada is thus 
stated:

Another table gives a summary of the 
losses by re during the eight years begin- 
ning with 1875 and ending in 1882, the loss 
aggregating $672,226, 90. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson has recently been 
investigating this question of the losses by 
fire. He estimates the direct and absolute 
loss in the eountry at $90,000,000 a year, and 
puts the cost of maintaining fire departments 
at $25,000,000 a year additional. To this he 


adds $60,000,000 a year as paid for insurance 


money, making an aggregate loss of $175,000,- 
000 annually. This annual destruction or 
waste or annihilation of property is an im- 
mense tax, equal to about 15 per cent of every 
man’s income, He attributes the leading 
causes of it to carelesness and ignorance in 
building. Hollow walls and lath partitions 
are largely responsible. 

Some of the details of these losses. have a 
peculiar interest, and ought to furnish in- 
structive lessons te builders and architects. 
Under a classification called special hazards 
one of these papers gives the number of 
buildings which have been burned during 
the 2,920 days embraced within the eight 
years stated, and the following are given as 
the numbers of the buildings of the several 
classes destroyed by fire within that period:

During the first three * Ae of 1883 the 
losses by fire, including only cases where 
the loss equaled $100,000, aggregate 812. 
000,000, The total losses by fire during these 
same months, including cases where the loss 
on any one has not been less than $100, will 
possibly more than double these figures. 

Municipal earelesness or negligence in 
eontrolling the construction of buildings, 
especially in cities, is largely responsible for 
these immense losses. Insurance may. to 
some extent make good individual losses by 
fire, but it does not restore the property lost, 
The loss by fire is not remedied because in- 
sured. The annihilation of property and the 
loss of its value is the saine whether it be 
insured or not, Insurance merely distributes 
the loss, but it dees not restore the property, 
the loss of which is perpetual.

The annual experience of 
a tax of $175,000,000 In the shape of losses by 
fire will, perhaps, in tima teach men and gov- 
ernments to adopt laws and methods of 


building that will uce that tax below its 
present enormous rate.

It is one of the most singular phases of 
modern esthetic culture that it defines no 


limit to folly and leads its votaries in all

From the im- 
itation of the old it ied to a craze for the act- 
ually old, Genuine antiquity, however, is 
nota drug in the market, but whenever a 
demand arises for an article the supply fol- 
lows, Consequently manufactories were es- 
tablished where antiquities were made, and 
at last they became so cheap that they fell 
into disfavor. It was within the limits of 
even the ordinary purse to procure vases of 


the Egyptian period, colonia! clocks, and-. 


irons of Marie Antoinette’s time, or tables 
and chests of Louis XIV. 

It is one of the rules of modern culture 
that a beautiful thing is not always beautiful 
and cannot be a joy forever when once it has 
become common. It is but a few months ago 
that the sunflower was the rage among es- 
thetic creatures, but as soon as it became 
common it was relegated to the back yard, 
where it belongs. The stork had his little 
day of triumph and @isplaced every other 
fowl, though he had but one available leg, 
until the peacock came in. He strutted his 
brief day and in turn gave way to the chick- 
en, who has created a furor, purely out of 
accident. In decorating his store for Easter 
a New York shopkeeper, thinking that some- 
thing like a barnyard was the proper thing 
for the season, placed several live chickens 
in his window. To his great surprise several 
ladies instantly rushed in and demanded to 
buy them. Other storekeepers filled up their 
windows, and the rush began; and nowa 
lady might as well be out of the 
world who does not. have two chick- 
ens about the size of  billiard-baills 
in a gilded coop.

thence down that deep stream to the gulf. 
Tee actual canal cutting will only be Ofty miles 
between the Suwanee and the St. John's. The 
guwanee will Le followed for fifty-five miles, and 
will only need a jetty work at the mouth to re- 
move the bar and make a deep-water entrance 
into the river. Tue whole cost is estimated at 
u millions of dollars. 
The soil being nearly all sand the excavating 
will operate very rapidly in opening a 
diteh, or widening and deepening a creek, or 
evtting a channel through a swamp. The time 
required to complete the canal is estimated at 
three years, but by using electric lights and 
working relays of men it can be reduced to two 
lt ig proposed to push it energetically. 
Will it pay? The promoters of the work think 
it will, for these reasons: It will shorten the 
distance between New Orleans and Mobile 
and the Atlantic ports, including New York, 
nearly 1,000 miles, and that portion of 
the distance around the southern end of 
the peninsula is an exceedingly dangerous 
ooast, and is strewn with wrecks of vessels that 
have been lost tor hundreds of miles.

ment of interest, eto. 

The Gould people are reported to have been 
purchasing Missouri Pacific extensively last 
week. 

Friends of Denver are reported to claim, that 
they wil! take $3,000,000 from the earnings of 
Cnion Pacific, and $1,000,000 from those of the 
Burlington, during this year. 

Itis estimated that about 300,000. shares of 
short stocks were covered in New York since 
last Tuesday; and yet comparatively few have 
been returned to the large lending houses. 

Certain New York merchants profess great in- 
dignation at Fink’s refusal to chauge the classi- 
fication of dry goods by the trunk lines, and 
threaten to appeal for justice at the hands of 
the State Railway Commissioners. 

Government railroading does not appear to be 
much of a success in South America. In Buenos 
Ayres, a writer says, the roads are wretchedly 
attended to, and the rolling-stock is not only 
insufficient, but good for nothing. The engines 
were bought in Europe by a lawyer turned en- 
gineer, which alone is sufficient to condemn 
them. Some of the roadsare saia to be well 
built, but grossly mismanaged. “Of course, the 
party most to blame is the Government.” 

The total vaive of the imports of foreign 
green fruits at New York in 1882 was $5,530,734, 
and the duty paid was $951,924. The value of 
the imports in 1881 was $1,147,638 below the 
above “figures. Last year oranges and lemons 
came at the head, the value of the imports of 
these two fruits being $3,853,007. The bauanas 
were valued ut $823,227, grapes at $386,302, and 
cocoanuts at $350,502. 

The earnings of the Gould Southwestern sys- 
tem for the quarter ending March 31, 1883, were 
$8,500,973, awainst $6,315,326 for the correspond- 
ing period in 1882. Increase, $2,185,647, or 34.4 
per cent. The Missouri & Texas earnings for 
March, 1883, were $634,001, an increase of $162.- 
84. For the first quarter of this year they were 
$1,673,374—an increase of $406,489 over the same 
time in 1882. Texas Pacific earnings for last 
month were $526,900, an increase of $183,458. 
From Jan. 1 to March Zi they increased $531,506.

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COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were very weak 
on Saturday. Grain was unusually heavy, while 
provisions yielded slowly to the depression. The 
cereals fell off owing to tbe natural beaviness 
due to fine weather with large stocks, and the 
markets atone time resembied the streets of 
Chicago in the early days, when no bottom” 
was regarded as an approvriate description. All 
closed at very nearly the lowest pricesof the 
day, with more people anxious to sell than were 
willing to buy, @ven at the decline. 

Provisions were quiet and easier, but compar- 
atively firm. There was an early advance of 
about 2%c all round, and then the market fell 
back in sympathy with grain. Pork closed 5@ 
Tc lower, at $18.12% bid for May, and $18.40 bid 
for June. Lard closed 7½ lower, at $11.25 bid 
for May, and $11.82% for June. Meats closed a 
shade easier at $10.00 for June. There was little 
change in the tone of foreign advices, and the 
local hog market was stronger, with a very 
small supply. Probably the bog situation kept 
local holders from throwing the stuff in com- 
pany with grain, though buyers were 
scarce, and the market eased off slowly 
under some offerings of. the scalping or- 
der. There was no outside business in 
a speculative way to speak ‘of, and 3 very light 
demand for shipment. The packing of this city 
since the cluse of February aggregates about 
169,000 bogs, against 238,000 for the game time in 
1882, and 208,000 for do in 1881. 

-Plour was very dull, but with no material 
change in prices, holders not being disposed to 
follow the wheat market downward, while buy- 
ers were not disposed to operate unless at con- 
cessions. Bran aud other coarse milistuffs were 
lower. 

Wheat was active and heavy, declining and 
closing Ie below the latest prices of Friday, at 
$1.00% for April, and 61.05% bid for May. The 
British markets were called steadier at a further 
decline of 6d per quarter, but private cables re- 
ported a firmer tone, and New York opened 
strong. But the weather here was clearer, and 
long holders grew tired of carrying. They 
dumped their wheat on the market at a lively 
rate, and shorts took most of the offerings. The 
latter are supposed to have pretty weil evened 
up their deals, as a consequence 
of which a gfeat deal of money, tied 
up in margins has been released, though 
most of the cash goes into the pockets of the re- 
cent shorts. There was a little rally about noon, 
but a fresh batch of selling orders came in, de- 
pressing the market again to the lowest point 
touched previously. The later sellimg was 
mostly on the short side. Car-lots were dull, 
and weakened in sympathy with futures. The 
decline was probably started by the publication 
ok the news that Oregon and Washington Terri- 
tory are sure of a big crop of wheat. It was not 
much of itself, but, coming on an already 
strained market, the result was unusual heavi- 
‘ness. On the Open Board in the afternoon May 
wheat sold down to $1.04. 

Corn was active and weak. It deolined 1K c 
on May, 2%c on July, and closed 14@2c below 
the latest prices of Friday, at 21655 re- 
spectively. The British markets were quiet and 
dull, and private cables called them steadier, 
while our receipts were a little larger, being 
more than expected, There seemed to be no 
special reason for great weakness, and itis 
probable that the downward movement was 
started by the decline in wheat, but it was bad 
enough when it got underway. The early offer- 
ings were mostly of long corn that had been 
held for several. weeks, being bought 
in the neighborhood of 600 for May. 
The later offerings were chiefly of 
the longer futures, part being recent 
purchases, and part short selling. It was this 
which made the summer futures relatively 
weak. There was a fair shipping demand, sone 
cargo buying being done at the decline late in 
the session.

Sev- 
eral large holders of May delivery, in view of 
the contiaued decline in corn and the impression 
entertained by them that on the drying up of 
the country roads receipts would largely in- 
crease, determined to unload a good share of 
holdings, which they did to the extent of 2,000,000 
bu or more, one firm dropping over 500,000 bu. 
The sudden drop brought in outside orders to 
sell, few of which were acted upon or the bot - 
tom price would have been much lower. It was 
generaily believed that the Peoria clique was 
not selling yesterday. 

It is now a mooted question whether or not 
there is enough speculative confidence in pork 
products to justify capital in carrying them 
through May. The premium of barely Tc per 
100 tbs now obtairable is certainly not an in- 
ducement to invest some $6,000,000 in carrying 
over stock of lard from May intoJuae. Of 
course the difference will widen, but it is for 
the trade to say which will give way.

The Spread of Pneumonia. 


The remarkable increase in the number of 
deaths from Pneumonia in recent years is 
attracting no little attention among medical 
men. And well it may, for in 1860 there 
were 1,326 deaths from this cause in New 
Vork City; in 1865, 1,706; in 1869, 2,100;

Another point is, that this disease is partic- 
ularly fatal to men, and especially to men 
past middle life,

Upanisbads, or treatises of theo 

aud are ulmost the only part of t 

read.

all 100 hymns, which every Brahmin must 
learn y heart. Tuey are recognized in the Laws 
of Manu, which form the text-book of Brahmin- 


ism. They were written in twelve books ten to 
nine centuries before Christ. The mythology of 
the Hindoos is comprised mainly in two great 


epic poems, the Ramayana and the Mahab- 
harata, contaiuing respectively 50.000 and 120,- 
6000 lines, and together filling eighteen large 
volumes. These are now almost exclusively 
read as the sacred books of India, with 


Puranas. of similar character but much later 
date. The Sbasters or Shastras (“ books) is a 
geveral term for all the authoritative religious 


and legal works of the Hindoos. 
The Buddhist sacred books are also very nu- 


merous, but I find no name for them except the 
or Buddhist Scripture, in the Pall 


* Pitchas,”’ 
language, found in Ceylon. 

The Zend-Avesta (i. e., the text or scripture 
with a zend or commentary) is the Bible of the 
aucient Parsées or ftire-worsbipers. It is sup- 
posed to have been written in Bactria or East- 
ern Persia, 1250 to 1300 B. C., by Zoroaster or 
Zaratbustna. Unlike most other sacred books, 
it is not a body of divinity or dogmatic religion, 
but it is a liturgy—a collection of hymns, 
prayers, invocations, and thanksgivings to many 
deities. Itis a manual of worship, to be recited 
by the priests in 
the laity. The Bunde-Nesch is a later book of 
the same religion, and details the Parsee doc- 
trine from old texts now lost. 

The religion of Confucius, the principal faith 
of China, is taught in the five and four books of 
the Kings. “King,” in Chinese, means simply a 
web of cloth, or the warp that holds threads of 
cloth in their place. The five Kings contain his- 
tory, poetry, and rites of religion. They seem 
to bave been in existence before Confucius, 
whose last years were devoted to their editing. 
His own teachings are otherwise embodied in 
the four Kings which were promulgated after 
his death. The last of these includes the works 
of Mencius. another Chinese reformer. Taoism, 
or the religion founded by Lao-tze, in the same 
age with Contucius. rests upon the books called 
the Tse- Lao, or Old Teacher.“ and the Tav-te- 
king, which specially represents the notions of 
the illustrious Lao-tze. It is an interesting fact 
that the laue Ping rebels of 1883-64, although 
pot professing to be Jews or Christians, took 
our Bible for their book, and prociaimed that if 
their insurrection succeeded it would be sub- 
stituted for the writings of Confucius and Lao- 
tze. 

The ancient Egyptians had forty-two sacrea 
books, in tive classes, containing bymns in praise 
of the gods, instructions in morals, religious 
rites, the education of priests, and related ‘met 
ters. 

The Greek and Roman mythol 
cred books, unless certain poeti 
be taken for sucb. 

The two Eddas set forth the mythology of the 
Norsemen, or ancient Scandinavians. They 
originated in Iceland, the poetic or elder Edda 
comprising thirty-seven religious poems of re- 
ligious and ‘heroic history, and the younger or 
prose Edda giviug a full synopsis of the Norse 
mythology. Tne term Edda means —— 
grandmother.” Both these collections date long 
after Christ. 

This is a pretty full list of the books of sacred 
or semi-sacred character knownto the worid, 
except the Bible of the Jews and that of the 
Christians. Those which may be deemed living 
Scriptures today are the Koran, the Sbasters, 
the Buddhist writings, the Kings of the Chinese, 
and, to a very limited extend, the Zend-Avesta.

The Church in General, 

The Rev. J. E. Wright, late pastor of the 
Jefferson Park Presbyterian Church, bas re- 
ceived a unanimous call to the Market Square 
Presbyterian Church of Germantown, a suburb 
of Philadelphia. which isa strong organization 
of 520 mein bers. 

The Churchman report of the first of a 
series of mission services in Pittsburg, Pa., says: 
In answer to inquiries Mr. Bonham explained 
the nature of the proposed service in a lecture 
detivered at St, Andrew’s Church in the pres- 
ence of the Bishop and a very limited vongrega- 
tion, the majority of the religious churchmen in 
the city being engaged in Lenten duties at the 
overa, where Patti was inculcat morality and 
self-denial in the edifying role of La Traviata.“ 

The Chicago Congregational Club at its 
meeting of Monday, April 16, tenders a recep- 
tion to Joseph Cook at the Palmer House at 
baif-past 5 p. m. Ldäles wilt be welcome at this 
meeting, and tickets may be procured of the 
Secretary for friends of members at 81 each. 
Under the vote of the club, the Secretary has 
authority to enroll about twenty-five more 
names. To secure a membersbip before these 
vacancies are full early application is neces- 
sary. 

The Rev. Charles Blanchard, President of 
Wheaton College, will preach this morning and 
evening at the Chicago Avenue Church. Presi- 
dent Blanchard is the son of the former Presi- 
dent of Wheaton, the corner-stone of which 
institution is anti-Masonry. He is the minister 
who created a row at a Washington funeral 
which he conducted last week, in the course of 
which he indulged in one of bis tirades aguinst 
Jubilo, jubila, jubilum. He will probabiy be 
the candidate for the Presidency of the United 
States on this issue in 1884. 

The Churchman discourages the attempt 
to discipline the Kev. R. Heber Newton. While 
it does not mention bim by name, it speaks of 
the attempt on the part of certain clergymen of 
thiscity “to present one of their brethren for 
trial because he has displayed a certain lack of 
scholarship in some of bis recent sermons, or 
because that lack bas led him into error.“ This 
is considered a very mild way of putting the 
case, and it will probably surprise thut gentie- 
man and his adberents to have it hinted that he, 
who claims to have expended so much profound 
research and cureful study on bis Biblical in- 
vestigations, should have displayed “a lack of 
Scholarship.“ The Churchman regards eeclesi- 
astical trials as productive of unwholesome 
sensationalism, and says that the religious 
jourvais which try to atir people up to engaging 
in these trials are like the“ men ot an inferior 
sort who urge on dogs or boys to fight.” 

President Eliot, of Harvard, has excited 
the ire of some religious newspapers. The 
Guardian delicately observes: As the maud- 
lin President of Harvard once saidin a post- 
prandial speech.“ The Christian at Work says: 
It is simply untrue that seminuries bid against 
each other for young mendicants.’ The lan- 
guage is as slanderous in spirit as it is offensive 
in form. While the evangelical denominations 
have Boards of Education organized to heip 
needy and worthy young men into the ministry, 
it is their purpose and mainly their practice to 
guard against the mendicant disposition and ig- 
noble motives. If a tree can be judged by its 
fruits, this system of beneficiary aid, granted 
under suitable safeguards, is certainly oue of 
the most beveficient and far-reaching in its hap-

MR. SMALLEY’S LETTER. 

Loox, April 7.—|G. W. Smalley’s Cable 
to New York Tribune.| — The dynamite 
disclosures yesterday and today fill many 
columns in the newspapers. but are received 
by the public with a degree of composure 
which may fairly be called amazing. The 
police entertain no doubt that Whitehead, 
Norman, Gallagher, Wilson, and O’Connor 
are all directly concerned in a plot on a great 
scale, aiming at simultaneous explosions in 
various parts of London. They believe that 
these arrests have baffled the conspiracy for 
the moment, but decline to affirm explicitly 
that they will be able immediately to break 
upthe whole gang. They admit that they have 
other information on which active steps are 
taking. They wisely withhold from the pub- 
lic further accounts, having probably pub- 
lished already several things that would have 
been better kept secret. The public calm- 
ness is due in some degree to the conviction 
that the police have shown unusual energy 
and acuteness in tracing the criminals. The 
only serious mistake known thus far has 
deen the premature arrest of Norman, whose 
confederate, Fletcher, believed to be the 
more important person, has escaped in con- 
sequence. 

OPINIONS OF THE PRESS. 

The press discusses the matter with cool- 
ness and good sense. No human beiag 
doubts that the plot was Irish-American, the 
direct connection of nearly every prisoner 
with America bemg clearly proved. Feather- 
stone, who has been arrested in Cork, al- 
ready claims protection as an American citi- 
zen.

THE BUDGET. 

Mr. Childers’ lucid budget statement 
proved unexpectedly favorable, and was well 
received by everybody except the Tories, 
whose unsound finance in past years it ex- 
posed. The announcement that the whole 
expense of the Egyptian expedition has been 
paid out of the year’s revenue is welcomed 
by Liberals as the putting in practice of Mr. 
Gladstone’s principle of “ pay as you go.” 
Mr. Gladstone himself is really entitled to 
this credit. The surplus for the current 
year, nominally over £2,500,000, is really little 
over £500,000, the Ministry being pledged 
in advance to abolish an extra penny halt- 
penny of the income tax levied on account of 
Egypt. The Tories complain that the re- 
maining surplus is so used as to create a sus- 
picion of popularity-hunting, the budget be- 
ing devoted mainiy to securing six-penny 
telegrams and to the abolition of a portion of 
the railway-passenger duty, both objects 
having been resolved upon by both parties as 
practicable whenever an occasion should 
vermit.

Itis certain that a wide- 
Spread organization for the destruction 
of public buildings exis and that 
as yet only its subordinate agents 
have been arrested or tracked, and the Gov- 
ernment officials are aware of the existence 
in London and the other cities of the King- 
dom of large masses of explosives, all definit 
trace of which, however, they have tempo- 
— lost. At any moment, therefore, the 
public may be startled by the news of a suc- 
cessful raid, for not only is it probable that 
some of the avengers in custody will 
* inform,” but the police are work upon 
scores of clews, to say noth of 
the close watch they have set upon every 
avenue of travel. Every approach to London 
is guarded, and even the luggage of passen- 
gers upon the railWaytrains is examined 
quietly in thé guards’ vans. All these pre- 
cautions, however, cannot prevent conspira- 
tors from manufacturing explosives here, es- 
peciaily as Several papers have given full 
directions for the preparation of nitro-glycer- 
ine, panclastile, and similar destructive com- 
pounds. I need hardly say that much sore- 
ness is felt here at the fact that all these op- 
erations are carried on by means of money 
which is openly collected in the United 
States for the purpose and remitted 
by the well-known agents of the 
Dynamite party in New York. That these 
agents should be allowed to pursue their 
operations without let or hindrance by the 
American Government is regarded as an un- 
friendly act, which the United States would 
not tolerate in its own case from another na- 
tion. I have reason to believe that this sen- 
timent will, in all likelihood, find a vigorous

TROOPS SENT FORWARD. 

Troops have been sent forward today to 
Birmingham to guard against the rescue of 
the Fenian prisoners there, but I way say 
that the class in England which is at present 
in the most imminent danger is the Irish 
population of London and our 2 manu- 
facturing cities.

lawful purposes. At present two years is 
the maximum punishment that can be in- 
flicted, and this is felt to be entirely inade- 

uate. The bill will certainly be pushed 
through next week.

THE CONSPIRATORS FROM CORK. 

LIVERPOOL, April 7.—Deasy and Flana- 
gan, arrested recently for bringing infernal 
machines and explosives into England from 
Cork, were arraigned ‘today. The crows an- 
nounces its intention to ask that the prison- 
ers be committed on the charge of having 
explosives in their possession, with felonious 
intent, and also on the charge of conspiracy, 
with a view to felony, with various persons 
known and unknown to the crown., 

STARTLING EVIDENCE. 

Witnesses deposed that the box Deasy had 
when arrested contained materials for 
making explosives, and also a preparation of 
arsenic and dynamite and parts of an inter- 
nal machine, consisting of apparatus by 
which sulphuric acid could be allowed to 
slowly soak through into a mixture the 
principal element of which was chloride of 
potash. It was explained that with 
this combination an explosion could 
be produced within a maximum time 
of forty minutes. The machine is 
exactly similar in construction to those used 
in Glasgow and in the attempt on the office 
of the London Times. The police cross-ex- 
amined, but the evidence was not shaken in 
any respect. It is stated in the evidence that 
the dynamite found with the prisoners 
was a similar compound to that contained in 
the infernal machines seized on their im- 
portation into Liverpool in 1881.

Secret Meeting of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Ironworkers at 


A Determined Strike Among the Erie Rail- 
road Switchmen at Buffalo. 


The Master Miasous Satisfied that the 
Bricklayers’ Unien WII Ge te 
Picces, 

The Master Masons’ and Builders’ Associa- 
tion held a prolonged session yesterday after- 
noon at their rooms in Areade Building, dur- 
ing which the strike of the union bricklayers 
was fully considered, and plans for future 
action were adopted. If the strikers or their 
sympathizers have had an idea that the 
bosses contemplated yielding to their de- 
mands, they can have their minds disabused 
by a perusal of ah advertisement in another 
column of this issue, which was the result 
of yesterday’s deliberations. 

President Tapper occupied the chair at 
yesterday’s meeting and Mr. George C. 
Prussing acted as Secretary. After the meet- 
ing had been called to order Mr. George 
Fox, from the committee appointed at a pre- 
vious meeting to ascertain the feeling of the 
people for whom buildings were being erett- 
ed on the subject of the strike, reported that 
the committee had called upon Mr. P. D. 
Armour, of Armour & Co., Fowler Broth- 
ers, Maj. Brockway, President of the 
Consumers’ Gaslight & Coke Company, 
and Mr. George M. Puliman, all of whic 
gentlemen fepresent corporations that have 
extensive build under way or in mind, 
and that each had expressed sympathy for 

bosses, and had stated 


the position held by the 

that they would delay further work on their 
buildings indefinitly if desired by the asso- 
ciation. Other parties had also seen, 
and the committee ve it as their idea that 
the majority of peop e who were building, or 
contemplated oing so, would do as those 
who had been seen had done. 

The committee also reported that a large 
number of union men would resume work 
on Monday morning for ranging from 
$3 to $3.75 per day. It was then decided that 
the members of association should issue.

Suppose we submitted 
to them now, what could we expect in the 
future? Nothing but trouble growing out 
of their supposed su acy. e are dis- 
posed to do what is right by the bricklaye 
and always have been; but we cannot wil 
not submit to dictation from them. We have 
always given them all the wages we could 
r and will continue to do so, but when 


they attempt to compel us to pay wages to 


men who cannot earn them we must calla 
halt. Weare going to stop this thing here 
or else declare our weakness.

“ WEST-BOUND FRBIGHTS. 


THE TRUNK-LINE COMMISSION AND DOMES- 
TIC DRY GOODs. 

New York, April 7.—|Special.)—The 
Trunk-Line Commission having refused to 
make the reciassification of domestic dry 
goods in western-bound freight rates asked 
for by the dry-goods merchants of the city, 
the whole matter will now goto the Railroad 
Commissioners of the State for a hearing. 
This hearing is brought about upon a peti- 
tion to that effect from the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the petition being based upon the the- 
ory that the existing classification makes an 
unjust discrimination against a certain 
class of business.

JAY GOULD'S YACHT. 


Launched Westerday, aud Ohristened 
by Miss Neilie Gould “ Atalanta.” 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 7.—A spécial 
train from New York arrived at Cramp's ship- 
yard at 12:25 this afternoon to witness the 
launch of Gould’s steam-yacht Atalanta. 
Among those on board the train were Mr. 
and Mrs. Gould, Misses Nellie and Annie 
Gould, George Gould, Mr. and Mrs. A. IL. 
Hoffman, R. L. Baldwin, Cyrus W. Field Jr., 
Miss Annie Hendricks, E. S. Jeffrey, How 
ard Jeffrey, William II. Bingham, John T. 
Terry, and E. O. Harris. The yacht was 
successfully launched at 1:12 p. m. ‘The ves- 
sel was christened by Miss Nellie Gould in 
the usual way. 

Notwithstanding a heavy, damp atmos- 
phere, a large crowd witnessed the launch. 
In addition to the party from’ New York, 
there Were many prominent Philadelphians 
present. lt was expected that Gen. Grant 
and Gen. Diaz would be present, but they 
were absent, owing to the delay of their 
train. Only workinen were permitted on 
board the craft, the lauuch being witnessed 
from the spacious platform constructed 
around the yacht, from which floated the 
Stars and Stripes. The owner of the yacht 
and the party occupied a position on the 
piatform at the bow of the vessel. Shortly 
alter 1 o’clock a long file of workmen, 
arranged along either side of the 
Keel of the. Atalanta, began driv- 
ing in wedges, preparatory. to cutting 
away the last fastening which held her on 
the ways. The vessel did not move at once 
upon the removal of the fastening, and a 
murmur of disappointment went through 
the crowd, but a few minutes later she 
glided smoothly and gracefully into the 
Delaware amidst cheers from the assembled 


the river.

launch was a complete success, and Gould 
was warmly congratulated. After luncheon 
at the office of the builders, Gould and party 
returned to New York by special train. 

Competent judges say Gould’s new yacht 
isa most perfect and complete specimen of 
Steam craft in construction. As to sea 
worthiness she is considered. superior to 
Bennett’s Namouna. Upon her deek her 
length is 225 teet, and on the water-line 218 
feet. The yacht is fitted up in most magnifi- 
cent style, the cabins being finished with all 
that art can suggest for comfort and con- 
venience. The whole ship’s company to be 
provided for are as follows: One Captain, 
two mates, four qnhartermasters, two boat- 
swains, eighteen seamen, one chief en- 
gineer, two assistant engineers, three oil- 
ers, six firemen, three coal-passers, one 
steward, three cooks, and six servants. 
Besides her engine propelling power, the 
Atalanta will be able to spread as much can- 
vas as a three-masted schooner. Her stand- 
ing rigging will consist of the best of char- 
coal wire, and canvas specially made will 
whiten her masts. She will be propelled by 
acompound inverted direct-acting surface- 
condensing engine with two cylinders, one 
of 1 8 and one of sixty inches in diameter, 
with thirty inches stroke of piston, The en- 
gine is fitted with steam reversing gear, pa- 
tented by Cramps, by means of which it can 
be immediately reversed from full speed 
ahead to full speed astern. The Atalanta 
will be ready for service by the middle of 
May, and will cost her owner $350,000, 


THE WEATHER. 


BEaormous Fall of Bain at New Or- 
leans—Danger of Inundation, 


A violent thunder-storm, accompanied by a 
gu lo of wind and tremendous rain and hail, 
raged from an early hour this morning till 
late in the forenoon, and with slight inter- 
mission the rest of the day and evening. A 
total rainfall of six inches is recorded. The 
river in front of the city rose.four inches and 
is still rising, having passed. the high-water 
mark of 1874, the highest point ever known, 
About 7 o’clock a break occurred in the levee 
of the right bank just below the Goulds- 
boro Depot of the Texas & Pacific 
Railroad Company, nearly opposit the head 
of Thalia street. This opening was rapidly 
widened, and in an hour or so became à ore- 
vasse seventy-Hve feet wide and from three 
to seven feet deep. This crevasse will inun- 
date to a considerable extent both Algiers 
and Gretna and wash the tracks of the Texas 
& Pacific and Morgan Railroads. It occurred 
just above the boundary line between the 
Parishes of Orleans and Jefferson, on the 
right bank andin the concave of the bend 
which the Aver makes in sweeping around 
Algiers Point. It is evident that the 
unruly stream has a strong desire 
to cut through the point and leave Algiers 
on an island. Gangs of railroad laborers and 
city employés were thrown upon the work as 
soon as the alarm was given, and, by driving 
bulkheads and stowing sandbags, before 
night the break was under control, and it 
will probably be mended today. ‘The side of 
Algiers nearest the crevasse is under a foot 
of water. The are several other points be- 
tween the crevasse and the Algiers point 
where more dangerous breaks are threat- 
ened. At half a dozen of the 
points on this front of the. city 
proper the water is running over 
the levees into the streets, notably at Stanu 
street, French Market, Monteput street, in 
the Third District, South Rapurn street in 
the Fourth District, and several points in the 
Sixth. Great fears are apprehended of a 
cave at Carroliton, which if it occurs now 
will place the entire city several feet under 
water immediately. A watchful eye is being 
kept on the entire front, and Street-Commis- 
sioner Fitzpatrick has disposed his forces to 
the best advantage so as to rally 
his men in such localities as the 
emergency. demanded, In the rear of 
the city the streets were flooded and 
the canals brim full. A break in the bank of 
the Carondelet Canal near Clairborne street 
was apprehended at one time, and 3,000 sacks 
ordered to be kept in readiness in case they 
should be required. Therise in the canals 
is due to the rain, and no great danger is to 
be feared from the rear. It is the front of 
the city that bears the brunt of the attack. 
This high water and the higher water com- 
ing, and the disasters that are impending are 
the first fruits of the engineering saga- 
city which dictated the closure of the 
Bonnet Carre crevasse, which was for many 
years the safety-vaive of the city, carrying 
off the surplus waters of the river into Lake 
Pontchartrain and the Gulf of Mexico. Judg- 
ing by the volume of water still pouring 
down upon us from the West there is no 
reason why the streets of New Orleans will 
not be all under water in another week, the 
natural overflowing of the banks. The sit- 
uation thus far is the gloomy side, which is 
not Ulumined by the fact just announced by 
Gov. McEnery that the State, with character- 
istic imbecility, or worse, could make no 
further expenditure from the levee fund for 
the protection of the people.

LATTER-DAY SAINTS. 


Second Day’s Conference of Monoga- 
mous VYiormons at Kirtland, 0.—Deie- 
gations Present from a Large Number 
of States. 

KIRTLAND, O., April 7.—Today was the 
second of the conference of Latter-Day 
Saints. Permanent organization was accom- 
plished at the afternoon session, as follows: 
President, Joseph Smith Jr.; Vice-President, 
R. M. Elvan; Secretary, Heman C. Smith. 
The Committee on Credentials reported dele- 
gates present from the following districts: 
Pittsburg, Northern IIlinois, lowa (Little 
Sioux district), Southeastern Lilinois, Michi- 
gan, Northern Indiana( Decatur district), IIli- 
nois (Kewanee district), Massachusetts, Flor- 
ida, Missouri (St. Louis district), Lon- 
don, Canada, Northern Nebraska, West- 
ern lowa (Pottawattomie district), lowa 
(Tremont district), Western Missouri, IIIi- 
nois (Nauvoo district), Northern IIIinois 
(Chicago branch church), Idaho, Nevada, 
Central Texas, Kansas, Georgia. Counselor 
W. W. Blair reported the program of work- 
ing in the Far West, and said in the Nevada 
district there were large numbers of Utah 
Mormons and butafew Latter-Day Saints. 
In Idaho he said there were 10,000 Utah Mor- 
mons and several small branches of the re- 
organized church. The financial condition 
of these branches was excellent and the 
missions self-sustaining. Reports were read 
giving the condition of affairs of the chnreh 
in various localities East and West. Elders 
Joseph Love and H. N. Hanson, of Utah, 
made a report of the progress of the work in 
the Territory. These missionaries have been 
working the heart of the polygamists’ camp 
and converting many to the Latter-Dav faith. 
The afternoon services were closed by the 
President reading a lengthy memorial pre- 
sented to Secretary Frelinghuysen some 
months ago and asking that distinction be 
made by the Government between the Utah 
Mormons and the reorganized church. To- 
morrow’s services will consist of preaching 
only, by Joseph Smith, Eider W. W. Blair, 
Eider Guriey, and others. 


TRUMAN YOUNGLOVE JR. 


“A Perfect Gentleman,“ but a Forger 
All the Same. 

ALBANY, N. V., April 7.—[Special.]—Last 
week Truman Younglove Jr., Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Cohoes Straw-Board Com- 
pany of Cohves, disappeared, and his con- 
tinued absence gave rise to ugly rumors, 
some of which have proven true. An inves- 
tigation of his accounts showed that he had 
forged the indorsement of his father-in-law, 
Nicholas Clute, to a note for $15,000, and had 
negotiated other forged paper to the amount 
of about $9,600. The affairs of the company 
were almost entirely under his control, aud 
it is thought he also appropriated all 
the ready funds he could obtain for his 
use. It is reported that the books 
have not been fully written up since Jan. 1, 
so that an examination will not reveal the ex- 
tent of his embezzlement. Younglove, who 
is about 24 years old, is connected with some 
of the leading families of Cohoes, and has 
always been most highly respected. His wife 
is the daughter of Nicholas Clute, a Director 
of the Manufacturers’ Bank of Cohoes, anda 
man worth about $150,000. Younglove was 
not dissipated or extravagant, and wes not 
suspected of having any bad habits. It is 
rumored, however, that he speculated in 
stocks. Suffering heavy losses of over $30,- 
000 led to his ruin. His friends and relatives 
are attempting to settle the matter and have 
agreed to make good the losses to the banks, 
The forged paper is held by the Saratoga 
County Bank of Waterford and the National 
Bank of Cohoes.

The Bohemian Club Exhibition 
of Sketches and Paint- _— 


ings. 


A Very Oreditable Showing by a Society 
of Amateurs Art Notes and 
Gossip. 


The chief event of the week in art circles 
has been of course the reception given by the 
Bohemian Club Tuesday evenm on the occa- 
sion of the formal opening of their collection 
of paintings and sketches at the Art Institute. 
The club being partly composea of young 
Jady amateurs in art, it would not be fair, 
and certainly not gallant, to apply to their 
works severe canons of criticism, but this 
at least may be honorably said: that even 
thus judged a considerable proportion of 
the exhibits deserve more than the conven- 
tional “ honorable mention.” To him whe 
believes in the rich possibilities of 
Chicago; in its rapidly-growing im- 
portance as a great centre, not of 
commerce only, but of letters, and culture, 
and art, the existence and rapid development 
in our midst of such societies as the Bohémi- 
an Club, against which the only charge one 
can bring is the curious inappropriateness of 
its name, are full of encouragement, 
interest, and promise. As to the present 
collection it is replete with specimens of con- 
scientious workmanship, not unenlivened by 
works deserving of higher praise—works not 
omy marked by much originality and power, 
but suggestive of the possession on the part 
of their authors of that rare and indefinable 
faculty which we call genius. Within the 
limits assigned these notes it would be im- 
possible to particularize at great length, and 
only those pictures that happened to attract 
the visitur’s attention are noticed. 

Among the exhibitors one of the most 


prominent is Miss Marie Koupal, who is rep- 


resented by nine oil colors and ten charcoal 
sketches. Beginning with a general crit- 
icism of her work, it may be said that its 
chief virtues are marked originality of con- 
ception, boldness of treatment, brilliancy of 
drawing, and poetic suggestiveness of idea 
and expression. Knowing nothing of Miss 
Koupal, and judging entirely by her work 
in the Bohemian Club collection, it would be 
no rash prediction to say that she ought to 
have a brilliant future. 

Coming down to particulars, one of her 
contributions entitled“ Dreaming of the Fut- 
ure“ may be accepted as a fair illustration 
of this general eriticism. A bare-armed, 
olive-complexioned beauty, her luxuriant 
dark hair chapleted with flowers, dressed in 
louse robe of yellowish white, is seated side- 
ways on a crimson-covered seat, her fine 
side face in the shadow, from out of which 
her honest, brilliant, dark eyes stare 
thoughtfully, dreamily, wistfully into space. 
Though se young, she is a mother, and, 
judging from herown expression and that 
of her two little ones, her  cas- 
tles in the air are more of a seri- 
ous than a painful nature, and 
are not the result of domestic — A 
young girl with the easy carelesness of love, 
and that fine negligence that suggests affec- 
tion, leans on her lap in a loose gown of light 
blue, gazing down upon her fair-haired, bare- 
legged brother who is seated on a cushion at 
his mother’s foot, watching the beads slip 
one by one down astring which he holds up 
in his left hand. The painting is in- 
fused with a fine poetic feeling, sug- 
gestive of those thoughts that lie too 
deep for tears of which Wordsworth 
sings, and perhaps the first thought 
suggested to the observer is, What is she 
dreaming about? And in the impossibility 
of answering the question lies one of the chief 
charins of all highest art, be it poetry, paint- 
ing, or sculpture—suggestiveness. If inclined 
to be severe, the critic might possibly object 
to portions of the drawing, the limbs of the 
boy, for instance, being somewhat unpoet- 
ically scraggy and lean. The coloring is par- 
ticularly rich and mellow. 

No. 19, by the saine artist, and entitled 
“Simply a Letter,” is similar in character 
and texture. It has the merit of telling its 
own story at first sicht, and if there is noth- 
ing particularly original or fresh in the con- 
ception, tha splendor of the color, the cor- 
rectness of the drawing, and the poetic deli- 
cacy of the expression might well atone for 
greater defects. The picture is that of a 


black-haired beauty, of somewhat dusky 


fidelity 


complexion, full face, and Spanish type of 
feature, Who sits sideways, as usual with 
Miss Koupal’s heroines, to the audience, 
dreaming of a letter which lies in her lap 
and has evidently proved rich in association 
and memories. And here again one notes 
the suggestiveness of the expression, 
it being hard to guess from her 
dreamy eyes and thoughtful face, the nature 
of the thoughts that soften the usual brill- 
iancy of her eye and have called up the least 
little delicate flush to her cheek. 

The third specimen of Miss Koupal’s 
genius is an attempt to illustrate Mr. Tenny- 
son’s *“* Mermaids,” although, surely by amis- 
take, it is suggested in the catalog as being 
from his “Idyls of the King.” There are 
Sirens enough and to spare in these idyls, but 
no mermaids, which is the title of a stupid 
and puerile little piece of rococo and affec- 
tion in one of the earliest of the Laureate’s 
publications, and one, moreover, which his 
natural good taste led him subsequently to 
excise. Of Miss Koupal's illustration the 
best that can be said is that it is too good for 
the poem,“ though, like it, meretricious in 
treatment and puerily conventional in con- 
ception. A number of naked women, who 
are neither women nor girls, their faces sug- 
gesting the latter and their busts the former, 
are depicted dispor themselves in a par- 
ticularly dark-greem sea, the darkness of 
which Is relieved by & Turneresque streak of 
brilliant crimson aginst the horizon. The 
grouping is admirable, the general effect 
bold, and the wae ery as usual, mellow and 
rich; but the subject is unworthy of the art- 
ist’s powers. 1 

Mrs. Mary A. Wright sends several speci- 
mens, almost all of Which are inspired by 
the characteristically American fondness for 
the sombre splendors of the dying year. In 
days gone by, when life was fresher and 
science had not robbed Nature of half her 
gladness and beauty, the early artists and

New Lonx, April 4—[Dispatch to Cin- 
einnati Enquirer.|—Since the Vanderbilt 
new interest has been awakened in 
this wealthy family. On this occasion I dis- 
miss the interview form and give some 
rumors in the first person. 
WILLIAM I. VANDERBILT, . 
according to my advices, is only 62 years old. 
Ile has toa large extent given up active in- 
terest in railroads and other property. He 
made a large investment in Government 
ponds in order not to have his mellow years 
harassed with business. Not exactly a 
hypochondriac, he is so much delighted with 
this life and his large revenue in it that he 
gives much of his time up to doctors, and 
annoys his frierds by his sensitive- 
ness about his health. With the health 
of a bull he has the nerves of a woman. 
For some time past he has had the movement 
cure, or the rubbing cure, whatever it may 
be called, invoiving somebody to come and 
scrub his muscles over and delude him with 
the idea that friction is health. He is also a 
victim of the homeopathic people, and 
bothers his friends by taking out of his 
pocket papers ot No. 1, No. 3, and No. 9 and 
swallowing them in the midstof his ordinary 


social demonstrations. 

He ts so far free from railroad occupations 
now that he does not go more than twice in 
one month to the New York Central Railroad 
Station. Indeed, be is out of New York Cen- 
tral stock. He recently said that he and his 
family altogether had not over 100,000 shares 
of Central. Lam told that his son George, 
who is just about coming to be 21 years old, 
possesses 20,000 shares of this stock, left 
him by his grandfather. Therefore Mr. 
Vanderbilt has not over 80,000 shares of New 
York Central. Thisat par would be only 
$8,000,000. So we may say that he has but 
$9,000,000 at present in New York Central 
stock. Ihave inquired what has been done 
with the money he obtained by selling out 
his New York Central. Some say that he 
bought his long line of Government bonds 
with it. Others say that he possesses long 
lines of stock in the Granger railroads, in 
the Mexican railroads, etc. 

From what I hear, William H. Vander- 
biltand his grown-up sons do not always 
look through the same glasses. Willfam's 
father left the boys large sums of money, in 

neralj 20,000 shares apiece. This has 
— ht them for several years past an an- 
nual income of $160,000. But to Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, the old Commodore’s eldest 
grandson, he left 60,000 shares, giv him 
an income of almost $500,000 a year. These 
incomes, being independent of their father, 
the boys have used as they pleased. Cor- 
nelius, the elder son, is very conservative, 
plain, and straight. He has built himself a 
very noble house; but it does not show the 
architectural! taste and E of that ot his 
next brother, William K., who is the posi- 
tive member of the family in the third gen- 
eration. Cornelius Junior, as he is called, 
has very good qualities, but no very dashing 
or innovating ones. 

WILLIAM K. 

is a positive spirit—a sort of Don Cameron 
among the Vanderbilts. Don Cameron is 
celebrated for contradicting his father, and 
saying No when the old man would say Yes. 
William K. is the Don Cameron of the Van- 
derbilts. When he sits down to play poker 
with his father, he makes his sire ante up 
every time. Father,“ he says, you have 
not anteed.” Tes. I have, William.“ says 
the old man. I beg your pardon,“ says the 
son: you anteed last time, but not this 
time.”” Then the old man begs the son’s 

ardon and antees up. Nevertheless, Will- 
am K. is described as being ruled by his 
wife. His wife is a voluptuously-formed 
woman, rather of the dark order, round and 
flush; and exercises that nameless power 
that the dark women always have over the 
mer who come to have their fortunes told. 
William K. would be very much miffed if 
he read this notice, because he is not aware 
that he is governed by his wife: but that is 
the tradition around the Vanderbilt house, 

being a faithful! reporter, I must tell it. 

There are four sons in the Vanderbilt 
household and four daughters. The four 
sons are Cornelius, William K., Fred, and 
George. The four daughters, ali married, 
are Mrs. Elliott Shepherd, Mrs. Sloane, Mrs. 
Twombley, and Mrs. Webb. To start with 
the sons: . 

CORNELIUS 

was much better put up for by his grand- 
father than any of the others, because he 
took his grandfather’s name, and the old 
man saw more of him as he developed than 
he did of the ponns sons. There was an idea 
for some years that Cornelius was the rail- 
road genius of the family; but recently a 
theory has developed that William K. is more 
of a business-man than Cornelius. 

William K. I have already described. He 
is a fine poker-plaver; he is a game man: he 
feels his oats, and is an innovation, and does 
not consult his father about business or pleas- 
ure. He is aclub man, and likes his game, 
and is a bard man to tackle at the game. His 
house is a fine demonstration of how thor- 
oughly he does anything. His father has 
been cempelied to help him make nem. be- 
cause William K. is not troubled with bash- 
fu and goes right in and asks the old 


man whatisasafe thing, and tells him that 


if he sells him out he will lose the confidence 
his greatest son.

Fred is an impressible, amorous, feminine

SLOANE 


is the leading carpei-man in New York. He 
constructs articles on which mankind and 


wWomankind walk. That rather gives him a 


black eye in the es of New York as 
one of the Vanderbilt family. If he could 
only make ceilings, on which people could 
not walk, it might be different; but to put 
beautiful articles under our feet seems 
strange from such a very rich person. So, 
on the whole, the Sloane element of the 
Vanderbilt family is a little looked down 
upon, particularly by the William K. ele- 
ment. At the same time the Sloanes rank 
very high in the mercantile world. The 
magnificent building of the Sloane family on 
Upper Broadway hardly has its match in the 
world for a store of any sort; and, as a car- 
pet-store, itis beyond comparison. 
The third daughter is Mrs. Twombley. 


TWOMBLEY 
was in the paper-making,business in Massa- 
chusetts, and was not worth $10,000 when he 
married one of William II. Vanderbilt’s 
daughters; but he was a gentleman. The 
Vanderbilts say they do not demand money 
as a qualification to come into their family; 
but they do demand respectability, good na- 
ture, good manners, and good feelings. It is 
to the credit of William H. Vanderbilt and 
his wife that they regard their own fortune 
as amply sufficient for all their posterity; 
but they will not have adventurers, vulga- 
riana, or cold-hearted people of the world to 
marry their children. The nearer approach 
to a worldly person who has come into that 
family is rs. William K., who gave the 
great ball the other night. The old folks 
say nothing about her operations; but her 
father-in-law went to that ball in a plain 
black suit, and was the only person present 
in such a suit. From what 1 pick up he does 
not think much of fancy balls; but he cannot 
control his sons in everything, much less his 
daughters-in-law. Iwombley was a Boston 

Oung man, who struck the heart of Vander- 
it’s daughter; and, when the old folks were 
satisfied that he was a true-hearted voung 
man, they asked no further questions. When 
he entered their family they set about giving 
him large and creditable occupation at once. 
I hear that in the Vanderbilt household the 
sons, the daughters, the sons-in-law, and the 
daughters-in-iaw all stand on the same foot- 
hold—respected, beloved, and given an equal 
chance by the fine old Knickerbocker who is 
so much richer than any of them. William’s 
fortune is at least $200,000,000. He has 800. 
000,000 in Government bouds. He told some 
of his friends about four years ago that his 
income was $10,000,000 a year. He has never 
been beaten by any stock-Operator, and has 
made every one of them who tackled him 
squeal. Sol would not be surprised if he 
had an income of $20,000,000 a year, which is 
about equal to the capital of any of his com- 
petitors. ; 
The youngest daughter of William, the 
sire, married 
DR. WEBB, 
the son of James Watson Webb. Old Mr. 
Webb—who is still alive, but a daily candi- 
date for the obituary column—was a great 
editor of New York City before the advent 
of the elder Bennett. Webb made Bennett 
possible. Webb was of Connecticut stock 
settled in New York State, son of a Revolu- 
tionary Colonel or General, fine-looking, ag- 
gressive, saucy; and he took the * Whig 
organ in bis day, the Courier and Enquirer, 
and made it the principal Whig paper in 
America. The Richmond Whig, the Louis- 
ville Journal, the Cincinnati Gazette, and 
the Philadelphia American were second fid- 
dles to it. ebb was the political father, to 
some extent, ot William H. Seward. He had 
all the intrepid and vain qualities which have 


since been abused by the Bennetts and others. 
He fought a duel with Tom Marshall, of 
Kentucky, and suffered a wound and acon- | 
viction in the court. He was a splendid- | 


looking old man—not too good to live, but 
just good enough. He thought the laborer 
was worthy of his hire. He was twice mar- 
ried, and ran off with his second wife. 

The son of this wife is Dr. Webb, who has 
married Vanderbilt’s daughter. He had noth- 
ing to speak of. He probably bad enough 
money to rent his office and buy a second- 
hand gig to drive around and see his patients. 
He struck the heart of the youngest daugh- 
ter of Vanderbilt. She was a tall, lithe girl, 
who could roll ten-pins magnificently. She 
could stand up in a ten-pin alley at Saratoga, 
and beat her father, her mother, all her 
brothers, and all her sisters, and all the com- 
pany that was brought in, rolling ten-pins. 
Every time * rolled wich her they had to 
pay the shot. Not particularly beautiful, but 
ofa fine, healthy figure, a splendid horse- 
woman, and feady for any exercise, she had 


but a bright young professional man. 

When Dr. Webb entered the family they 
made it agreeable for him at once. He saw 
clearly enough that it would not do for him 
to be going around New York practicing on 
small-pox patients, searlet-fever children, 
and mumps, when he had a wife worth at 
least $2,000,000. So they put him into a bank- 
ing-house of some kind, and made it nominal 
forhim. Thus, with the mists and fantoms 
dispersed from his mind, he ceased to feel 


strange in that household, and has had at least 


one child if not more. The philosophy of 
the Vanderbilt family is to take the scare out 
of the sons-in-law and the daughters-in-law, 
so they will speedily produce an increase. 

The question may be asked whether Mr. 
and Mrs. Vanderbilt prefer this or that son 
or daughter. I understand that there is no 
discrimination at all among the children by 
the parents. The children, while genial and 
wholesome, take up their own career; and 
the parents, in the American style, let them 
run their race. A fine democracy exists in 
the Vanderbilt circle. William, the sire, is 
chiefly occupied driving his horses, keeping 
disease away, and making his postety 
happy. His wife is a thorough mother, wife, 
and woman. She has no affectations—no 
passion for ecstatic society. She has borne 
a large family of children without flinching, 
and loves them all; and her husband takes 
his cue from her. She is not much concerned 
about the world’s opinion, but hopes and ex- 
pects her children to be honest, faithful, 
pure, and to avoid scandal. 

The excrescence in the family is 

MRS. WILLIAM K. VANDERBILT, 

who gave the great party recently. She was 
a Miss Smith, and her father was named 
Murray Smith. He lived in Mobile, Ala., 
and had an Irishman’s face. He was worth 
nothing, or next to nothing. He loved the 
South, and came here as a cotton-broker 
after the War. His wife, however, was a 
Virginia woman, and superior to Smith, of a 
good family. Mrs. William K. Vanderbilt 
inherits the parvenu element from her father 
and the blue-biood element from her mother. 
It was she who guided her husband into 
building the magnificent house where the 
late b was given—a house that probahly 
has uot its equal as a private residence in the 
world. Having been the genius of its con- 
struction, she naturally wished to give a 
party to warm it such as would honor the 
mansion. 

There remains to say only that 

LORD MANDEVILLE, 

whois one of the Vanderbilt family, is the 
eldest son of the Duke of Manchester. The 
Dukes of Manchester are Montagus, and in 
the civil war of England were Crouwellians. 
Lord Kimbolton, one of the founders of this 
house, had Oliver Cromwell for his subordi- 
nate in one or more battles. Une branch of 
the Mandeville family occupy the patrimo- 
nial home of the Cromwells in Huntington- 
shire, and are called the Earls of Sandwich. 
The Manchester branch not only fought 
King Charles I. on the battlefield, but assist- 
ed to drive out James II. and bring in Will- 
iam of Orange. An ancestor of the present 
Duke of Manchester cut a large fizure in the 
conquest of Ireland and the battle of the 
Boyne. 

The present Duke of Manchester married 
an untitled woman, looking more to beauty 
and health than to family and wealth. His 
eldest son takes the title, by courtesy, of 
Lord Mandeville. He is said to be a thor- 
ough democrat, frank, affabie, kind. He 
married a 2 ot Mrs. Willlam K. 
V rbilt’s brother, if 1 correctly remem- 
ber. He has by this wife, who was an Yznaga, 
a son. If Lord Mandeville lives till the 
death of his father he will be the Duke of 
Manchester; if he dies his son by Miss 
Yznaga will be the Duke of Manchester. I

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CREEK AND CHEROKEE. 


A Nice Little Indian War imminent— 
An Odiocus Cattic Law. 

LitTtLe Rock, Ark., April 7.—|Special.]— 
From the advices received here today from 
Indian Territory it is evident that trouble is 
brewing between the Cherokee and Creek 
Nations, and the apparent quiet and har- 
monious feelings now existing are liable to 
be ruthlesly disturbed at any moment. The 
latter nation bas a large number of malcon- 
tents, who have been so. from some 
time before the distribution of the 
Creek orphan money, but it was 
thought that the distribution would 
remove all trace of dissatisfaction, and the 
normal relations be restored between the 
two nations. These expectations have not 
been realized. Those who recall the attitude 
of Spi-ca-che at the distribution will remem- 
ber that he declined voluntarily to come to 
the agency as had all the other bands, and 
when United States Agent Tufts sent for 
him he came, but came as if to the presence 
ofan enemy. Ile and his band came armed, 
with “ cuorn-husks ” in their hat-bands, as a 
mark that they belonged to Spi-ca-che’s 
discontented band. Many will recall the 
trouble that has followed the at- 
tempt to capture that band, the bad 
feeling created in the Creek Nation at the per- 
sistence on the pres of whatis known as the 
“Constitutional party,“ composed entirely 
of Cherokees, to arrest Spi-ee-che. Another 
cause of bad feeling among the Creeks was 
the killmg, and the manner of the killing of 
their medicine-man, Sleeping-Rabbit. This 
they have not got over, nor does it appear 
likely they will. Now comes the Creek Na- 
tion with a law that is likely to encour- 
ane the bad feeling existing between 
these two nations, and which bears on 
its face a desire to create a cause fora 
disturbance. The Creek Council have passed 
a law confisicating cattle belonging to 
Cherokee citizens living on the line between 
the two nations, when those cattle chance 
to stray over the open ground of the Creeks. 

Chief Chicote has been notified of the pas- 
sage of this law by the Creeks, and he in 
turn has notined Principal Chief Bushy- 
head of the existence of the law, and has 
published it to the citizens that he (Chicote) 
will have to enforce it. 

There is an impression that for a disturbing 
element, a more serious one could hardly be 
found. Thatit will produce a disturbance 
does not admit of a doubt, and the Cherokees 
look upon it as having been passed for that 
express purpose. The latter nation has no 
such law; when cattle belonging to Creek 
citizens graze on the Cherokee lands their 
owner, when he wishes, drives them to his 
own lands without hindrance or ill feeling. 
But under the Creek law, if any cattle from 
the Cherokee citizens wanders but 
six inches on the Creek lands 
they are confiscated ! This state 
of things will cause a good many disturb- 
ances, and, as the Cherokee Council does not 
meet till the middle of May, when a law to 
offset this one * be passed, yet enough 
time will elapse fore it could be done to 
get up a fuss that would require months to 
settle. The Cherokees claim they do not 
want to entertain anything but the most gen- 
erous sentiments for the Creeks, and think 
that a feeling of fraternity should have 
prompted a conference on so grave a subject 
before the law was passed. 


SANDY FLORIDA. 


Ite Bitter Oranges and 
Poor Streets. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 4.—[ Special 
Correspondence. |—Jacksonville is the com- 
mercial metropolis and chief city in the 
State, containing about 14,000 inhabitants. It 
is the point where anybody visiting Florida 
first stops and last leaves on returning home. 
It is located at the great elbow of the St. 
John’s River, which, after flowing 250 miles 
due north, makes a sudden bend to the east 
and discharges itself into the sea over a 
fourteen-foot bar at its mouth, distant eight- 
een miles from the city. Jacksonville rests 
on sand, and is surrounded by sand. Ride 
out in any direction from your hotel and it is 
through deep, yielding sand. It is as sandy 
around Jacksonville as about Michigan City, 
although the sand is not blown up into 
high hills at the former as at 
latter place; but when a strong 


wind from the ocean blows over Jackson- 
ville it whirls the fine sand through the 


Jacksonville, 


Streets in blinding quantities, and into every 


open door, or window, or crevice in the 
houses. There are no paved streets, or good 
driveways, or roads in any direction, except 
one called the shell road along the inarshy, 
seedy shore of the river: but there is a bad 
mile of yielding sand from the hotels before 
reaching it, and it is in rather poor condition 
when reached. The inhabitants appear to 
be unconscious of the wretched condition of 
their streeis and driveways, and make no in- 
telligent effort to mend their ways. The 
streets are lined with shade-trees which are 
very pleasant to the eye. They consist 


| chiefly of live oaks—many of them very 
the avod sense not to pick out a money-grub, | large ones in the older parts of the town— 


forming arcades of embowering green in 
winter as well as in summer. Thousands of 
orange trees also line the streets and shade 
the sidewalks, and cover the grounds of 
many tastefully-constructed residences and 
neat cottages, each tree hanging full of gold- 
en, luscious-looking fruit, tempting the tour- 
ist as he passes underneath to reach forth 
his hand, pluck, and eat. But those who suc- 
cumb to this temptation once in Jacksonville, 
or Palatka, or Enterprise, or St. Augustine, 
or ‘Tallahassee, or any other town in Florida 
whose streets are lined with orange-trees, 
never fall a second time. One bite and one 
suck of the bitter-as-gall fruit works a cure 
and prevents repetition. ‘These street oranges 
are all for show and nothing for taste. They 
are the untamed, wild-woods variety and as 
uneatable as crabapples—more so, because 
they are sour and bitter instead of sour alone; 
but they are very fair and beautiful to look 
upon. , 

In the gardens and grounds of Jackson- 
ville and St. Augustine are many other kinds 
of, trees, including the magnolia, the palmet- 
to, the palm, the pride of India, pepper-trees, 
lemon-trees, ceutury-plants, and cactus, while 
the gardens are filled with flowers, 
in which the many-colored rose pre- 
dominates, Still there is a painful 
absence of verdure on the ground. No grass 
grows on these ashy-gray sands. The gar- 
dens and yards are all bare of grass; the 
wide residence streets are filled with soft 
sand, aithough shaded with live-oaks and 
wild oranges, and all about the town it is 
sand, sand, and as far as the eye can see 
nothing but sand, and not a blade of grass, or 
grain, or corn. Along the river on the low, 
damp land, there is in places an admixture 
of black muck in the soil which produces 
strawberries, potatoes, celery, tomatoes, and 
other garden truckin abundance and ready 
tor the market in March; but the quantity of 
such land is limited. But the prevailing 
character of the country around Jackson- 
ville is barren, sea-blown sand, covered with 
a scrubby, inferior, yellow pine, which au- 
swers very well for firewood,but nothing else. 
Fuel is conseqyently cheap and abundant: 
but a family in this warm elimate needs but 
littie fuel except for kitchen purposes. 

VIATOR. 
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A TREASURER’S DISGRACE, 

EAST SAGINAW, Mich., April 7.—[Special.]— 
On the night of March 16 James Atherton, 
Treasurer of Oscoda County, arrived dere 
from Detroit and claimed to have lost bis 
pocketbook—or that it was stolen from him 
containing $1,800. He offered a reward of $500 
for its recovery, and said that of the amount 
lost all but $500 was county funds. When he 
reached bome suspicion was aroused at the con- 
flicting stories he had told, and the matter was 
investigated. He claimed that the money lost 
was drawn from the American National Bank, 
of Detroit, when in fact he drew no money 
there, but paid $17 to balance au account which 
was overdrawn to that amount. The Board of 
Supervisors rejected his bond, declared the 
office vacant, and appointed a successor. 
Prosecuting Attorney informs Tur Tarisune 
correspondent that Atherton is short to the 
county $2,061, and will be arrested on Monday 
and be charged with embezziement.

Disposition of the Troops. 

[Washington correspondence New York 
Herald,|—The duties performed by the line 
of the army are sufficiently indicated by the 
following brief statement of the disposition 
of troops: Commencing in the northwestern 
part of Washington Territory and extending 
eastwardto Fort Pembina, D. T., there are 
nine forts, so-called, garrisoned by six 
troops of cavalry and thirty com- 
panies of infantry, mustering some- 
thing less than 1,000 men. From Pembina 
along the borders of Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
and Michigan no troops are met with until 
Fort Brady, at Sault Ste. Mary, and Fort 
Mackinac (the Fort George of the War of 
1812) are reached. Four companies of in- 
fantry, numbering about 180 men, are sta- 
tioned at these forts. The next frontier 
post is Fort Wayne, Mich., the 
headquarters of the Tenth Infantry, 


and the station of four companies (100 
men) of that regiment. No more troops are 
encountered until Buffalo is reached, ex- 


cept a small detachment of the Tenth Infan- 


try keeping mournful watch and ward over 
the tomb of Garfield, on the shore ot Lake 
Erie. The New York frontier from Buffalo 
to Plattsburg is sentinelfd by twelve com- 
panies of ar wn’: (? men). Then 
the uniform of ncle Sam disappears 
until the Atlantic forts and harbor-de- 
fenses are gained. The garrisoned forts 
from Maine to Florida are eleven in number, 
and muster thirty batteries of artillery, or 
about 1,200 men, which is a very moderate 
allowance for a coast line and a system of 
harbor denfenses extending through 24 de- 
grees of latitude. The Gulf coast and har- 
bors are allowed only five batteries of artil- 
lery. with a maximum strength of 200 men. 

The Mexican border from Brownsville, 
Tex., to the Pacific requires a guard of twen- 
ty-six troops of cavalry and twenty-two com- 
panies of infantry, mustering about 2,700 
rank and file, and occupying twelve “ forts” 
in Texas, New Mexico, and Arizona. ‘The 
forts and garrisons along the Pacific coast 
from San Diego to the mouth of the Colum- 
bia River, eight in number, are in possession 
of one troop of cavalry, ten batteries of artil- 
lery, and seven companies of infantry, 800 
men all told. 

There are, in round numbers, 259,600 
Indians in the United States, exclusive of 
Alaska, 60,000 of whom belong to the five | 
civilized tribes or nations in the Indian 
Territory, and 31,700 to sundry tribes and 
bands in New York, Indiana, lowa, Min- 
nesota, Michigan, Wisconsin, North Carolina 
and Florida, who need no attention from the 
army, leaving 167,000 in the West, North- 
west, and Southwest, who require 
more or less military surveillance. To 
meet all these contingencies there are eighty- 
three troops of cavalry, three light batteries 
of artillery, and 162 companies of infantry 
distributed among sixty-one forts, barracks, 
camps, and cantonments ip — Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Dakota, Idaho, Indian 
Territory, Kansas, Montana, Nebraska, Ne- 
vada, New Mexico, Oregon, Texas, Utah, 
Washington Territory, and Wyoming. These 
troops will not aggregate more than 13,000, 
including company-clerks, tailors, shoe- 
makers, cooks, blacksmiths, carpenters, 
saddlers, farriers, and extra-duty men of all 
kinds: but, as the troops stationed along the 
Northwestern and Southwestern borders are 
really there “on Indian account,” the 
should be charged accordingly, which will 
add 4,500 to the above figures, and make our 
Indian army of observation about 17,500 
strong.

A CHURCH SENSATION. 


Something Like Ballot-Box Stuffing— 
Greeubacks Brought into Hequisi- 
tion. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 6—[Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette. — Something akin to 
ballot-box stuffing has just occurred here in 
the very shadew of the sanctuary. The 
Church of All Souls, Unitarian, is one of the 
most aristocratic in the city, and numbers 
among its members and pew-owners many 
families of much prominence in official life. 
Among these are Justice Miller, Secretary 
Chandler, Senator Hoar, W. Scott Smith of 
the New York Commercial Advertiser, Dr. 
Loring, Dr. Baxter of the army, James (. 
Ii, Supervising Architect, ex-Secretary 
Boutwell, and Gen. F. A. Walker. 

The annual election for Trustees has just 
been held. The correspondent of the Balti- 
more Sun, who has inside and reliable 
sources of information regarding the affairs 
of the church, relates that the congregation 
is divided into two parties, which, at the 
annual election fur Trustees, contest for con- 
trol with all the vim and vigor, crimination 
and recrimination which mark similar occa- 
sions of a mote worldly character. The 
annual election for this year was presided 
over by Judge Richardson, ex-Secretary of 
the Treasury, and now on the bench of the 
Court of Claims. The contest was close and 
doubttul. ‘The representatives of one of the 
opposing sides came provided with numerous 
proxies, sufficient, it was said, to trim the 
sails in their favor, except for the fact thata 
number of those who composed the proxies 
were in arrears for pew rents, and therefore, 
under the by-laws, not entitled to a vote. 

But after the tellers had retired to a pri- 
vate room to count the votes ohe gentleman 
belonging to the party which offered the 
proxies appeared at the door, and, producing 
a pile of greenbacks, offered to pay all the 
arrears, with the understanding that the 
votes of those in arrears should be counted 
according to the proxies furnished. The tel, 
ers suspended operations, returned to the 
meeting and reported the tacts, and asked for 
instructions. : 

Judge Kichardson, from the chair, said that 
under the circumstances to count the votes of 
proxies in arrears, which had been reported 
illegally, would be an outrage and a disgrace 
to a political ward caucus, and should not 
be tolerated. He had never in all his 
experience heard of such an attempt before. 
Ona motion submitted; it was determined 
that the Treasurer should receive the ar- 
rears of rent, but the votes of those in ar- 
rears should not be counted. The object of 
the side offering the proxies was thus de- 
feated, and the chagrin of those concerned 
was not lessened by the fact that their money 
was gone, without the equivalent desired. 

It is expected that one result of Tuesday 
night’s proceedings will be the prohibition of 
the use of any proxies in the future, and the 
frowning down by the body of the congrega- 
tion of any attempts to array one part or the 
other on the side or in the interest of indi- 
vidual purposes or desires.

These bandsome silks have a richness of effeet 
quite beyond that obtainable by any surah or 
merveilleux, yet itis not to be supposed that 
these soft, clinging silks are by any means dis- 
carded. They areas much used as ever, but 
they are employed inu diferent manner, be 
used more as drapwigs, pleatings of every kind, 
and ruchings, than for entire toilets. 

Wood-brown, several improved shades of 
terra-cotta and crushed-strawberry, Presby- 
terian-blue, intense, pale, and leaden-lookmg 
greens, and porphyry shot with gold are the lead- 


ing shades in spring and summer costumes. For 
young ladies are new exquisit shades of pink 
und mauve. White holds its own still: for, 
beautiful as some of the new tints undoubtedly 
are, nothing in ull the range of colors can be 
made to look more attractive and artistic than 
white with lace adornings. 

Many leading modistes have discontinued 
the use of gored side-breadths in their skirts.

natural hues. This silk is literally as thick as 
a board.“ and costs $80 a yard. This fabric is 
particularly sdapted to regal toilets made with 
court train, and would appropriately adorra 
stately matron treading with grace and dignity 
the figures of the minuet. 


It is told by modistes returning from abroad 
that, among other vagaries of fashion in the 
gay Freuch Capital, bonnets and hats are now 
selected with a view to silently demonstrating 
the role the various wearers desire to enact be- 
fore the world. Oue style of hat—ua “ periect 
love —tip-tilted over the eyes, and crowned 
with blush; roses, is intended to be expressive of 
sweet naiveté; another, adorned with delicately- 
tinted touch-me-nots and teuder white lilies-of- 
the-vallivy, characterizes the wearer as of a gen- 
tie, clinging disposition; waile formidable and 
atrocious-ivoking boanets, adorned with owls 
looking wise, eagles looking tierce, and daggers, 
swords, and jewel- headed spears, are assumed 
by women woo openly repudiate the tradiuon of 
weakness, and desire to demonstrate by a self- 
reliant demeanor their assumption of the free 
rights of women, so far as social customs and 
restrictive public opinion have surrendered to 
the claims for emancipation which they periudic- 
ally clamor for.

The mining-camp is sit- 
between the San Carlos Agency on the 

north and the Sierra Madre Mountains in Old 
Mexico. Between the agency Indians and 
those in Old Mexico there is constant com- 
munication, and they are continually inciting 
each other to commit depredations. Those 
living south of the border line cross over into 
United States Territory and the San Carlos 
Indians go over into Mexico, Committing all 
sorts of atrocities while on the war-path. 
Gen. Crook tagged the agency indians, and 
one of them was killed ashort time ago, 
which proves beyond a doubt that all the 
hostile — dians do not live south of the bor- 
der line. Since leame north several of my 
most intimate, friends have been killed by 

these savages.” 
THE MILITARY. 

„Have you not soldiers and Gen. Crook to 
protect the country?“ 

We are supposed to have four companies 
¢ United States troops at Fort Huachuca, a 

ix-company ost twenty-five miles west of 
Tombstone. These soldiers are always about 
twenty-tour hours behind time in following 
up a band of savages. ‘The Indians make 
sallieg, murder the whites, and are back safe 
and sound in their mountain retreats long 
before the troops are ready to follow them. 
A short time ago five men were killed by the 

vages only seven miles from the post. 
Fo ur companies of soldiers wete ordered to 


start in pursuit at5o’clock in the morning, 


- and it was 8 o’clock in the afternoon when 


they reached the scene of the massacre. 
.* course all the Indians had escaped. Gen. 
k does not seem to be doing any better 
than his predecessors. Ile has never subju- 
‘the Chiricahua Apachés, who live in 
ld Mexico, and are continually making hos- 
tile incursions into Arizona, keeping up a 
y¥y communication with the Indians on 
the agency. The latter are well provided 
with guns and ammunition. It has been the 
custom to have about twenty-tive Indian 
scouts atthe different posts. These devils 
are kept a few months, till they have been 
drilled in our ways, and then they are sent 
to the agency, and a new lot taken on. 
y steal our guns and aminunition, and then 
tuen against us, and supply their neighbors. 
The officers would rather not have Indians 
for fighting-men, because they are so treach- 
erous, but they are taken and drilled in ac- 
cordance with orders from the Govern- 
ment. Two or three of those supposed 
to de the most reliable are employed as 
trailers. The savage nature of these ladians 
is illustrated by the horrible deed committed 
by one of their scouts, He agreed with some 
of the officers at the post that if they would 
give him a certain number of cartridges he 
would bring in his own father’s head. He 
went, and soon came back with the head, 
and then offered to bringin the ‘old wom- 
an’s,’ his mother’s, if they would give him 
more Cartridges. This is a specimen of the 
sort of soldiers these red devils make.“

“IT do not know. It is generally believed 
that ies. is being made out of ‘the 
agencies.

The Hon. John C. Calhoun’s Grandson 
Finds a Fortune in Maryland. 

[New York Sun.]—A bushy-haired, grizzly- 
bearded inventor stood over a machine with 
a leather belt in adingy loft at 93 Washing- 
ton street yesterday afternoon. He was Mr. 
S. R. Krom. Ue called his machine the 
“dry concentrator.” It resembled a 
small upright pianoforte. Mr. Krom 
was lading Maryland sand into its 
hopper. The sand ran from the hopper 
over a sunken finger-board, and was agitated 
by puffs of air until it resembled a miniature 
chop sea. The puffs of air came up through 
the finger-board, which was given a slight 
jarring motion. There were 600 puffs to the 
minute. The light sand was shaken from 
the finger-board and the heavy sand dropped 
into a fan, like.wheat pouring from a fan- 
ning-mill. The heavy sand was ofa bright 
metallic color, and looked like grains of 
gulena. | 

„This,“ said Mr. Krom, sifting it through 
his fingers, is chrome ore. It came from 
an estate owned by Patrick Calhoun, a 
grandson ot John C. Calhoun, on the 
Western Maryland Railroad, fourteen miles 
from Baltimore. It is worth $25aton. Cal- 
houn owns 220 acres, containing millions of 
tons of this sand. It yields a minimum of 10 
percent of this chrome ore, and by the use 
of this machine he can deliver theore in 
Baltimore for $5 per ton.“ 

A chemist who was present said that 
chromate of potash is obtained from this vre 
by fusing the ore with potash: It is used for 
colorings and dyes. It gives the permanent 
green and yellow colors seen in illuminated 
posters and in bank notes. It is in great de- 
mand in calico, woolen, and carpet manu- 
factories. Over 11,000,000 pounds were im- 
ported last year, at a duty of 36 cents 
per pound. The ore is only found in 
Turkey, Russia, Siberia, California, and 
Maryland. Large quantities of it are 
used by the manufacturers of iron and 
steel. It hardens these metals and gives them 

reat tensile power. Chrome steel has been 
reely used in the construction of the Broox- 
Ilyu bridge. The manager of the Brooklyn 
Steel works says that it must come into gen- 
eral use. The trouble with manufacturers 
in the future will be to find it in deposits 
large enough to fill the demand, as itisa 
very scarce mineral. Within three years he 
thinks the demand will be greater than the 
supply.. A company has been formed in this

IRELAND'S CAUSE. 


It Is Claimed that the Philadelphia 
Convention Will Not Ad- 
vance It. 


The Reasons Why Mr. Parnell Finds it 
Inadrisablie to Be in At- 
tendance. 


The War ot the Factions—Reminiscences of 
the Chicago Gathering. 


Itis now certain that neither Mr. Parnell nor 
any other member of the Irish Parliamentary 
party, nor any other prominent man from 
Ireland, except Mr. Patrick Egan, will at- 
tend the Philadelphia convention, to be held 
two weeks hence. Indeed, prominent Irish- 
men in this country will not greatly care to 
attend it now, and they have come to the con- 
clusion, too, thatit would be most unwise 
for Mr. Parnell to attend. It would not be 
good policy for him to place himself in such 
a position that the several Irish factions of 
the Eastern cities might have an opportu- 
nity to renew their quarrels over him, to 
make him a sort of casus belli. His ex- 
perience in this country when he visited 
here before, and particularly in New York, 
was not of a nature to tempt him to come 
again when the forces are being specially 
marshaled for a scrimmage. Before 
he landed in New York in 1880 each rival 
Irish faction of that faction-cursed city 
sought to capture him. The faction that suc- 
ceeded did so by chartering steamers to go 
down the bay to meet him, and its’ course so 
disgruntled the defeated faction and the re- 
spectable element of the Irish in New York 
that the first meeting Mr. Parnell and Mr. 
Dillon addressed was a comparative failure. 
The defeated faction remained away, and but 
for the enthusiasm and honesty of purpose 
of the Irishmen of New York who did not 
belong to either faction, and wiro turned out 
as a duty, the meeting would have been a 
fizzle. A circumstance in connection with 
this affair is well worth recording here as 
showing the selfishness and want of common 
decency which characterized the capturing 
faction. The gate money amounted to $2,700, 
but hardly $1,000 ever found its way to lre- 
land. The rest was spent in chartering 
steamers, hiring boats, and recep- 
tions. The factions are at work 
again in New York. Some good friend 
ot Mr. Parnell! bas doubtless apprised him of 
this, and hence in a great measure his de- 
termination not to come here. 

OTHER REASONS WHY HE WILL NOT COME. 


But there are other reasons why he has 
concluded not to accept the very urgent re- 
quest of the Land-Leaguers of America—the 
only party with which he avows sympathy. 
He has no affiliation whatsoever with any 
other party. Mr. Patrick Ford, of the Jrish 
World, has touched on those matters in an 
interview published in yesterday’s Trung, 
when he alluded to the probability that reso- 
lutions favoring dynamite would be intro- 
duced at the convention, such as it 
will be. Besides, he doubtless thinks 
—knows would probably be the better 
word—that it will be made up of 
and that each one 
will try to force its own ideas on the conven- 
tion, will try to control and capture it; the

John Boyle 
O'Reilly and Congressman Collins, of Bos- 
ton, and Father Walsh, who represent the 
Land-Leaguers, pure and simple, will not be 
well supported, as even in New England and 
New York the Land-Leaguers have declined 
in numbers and membership.

The dy- 
namites,“ however, will be stoutly resisted 
by the Clunnaguel representatives, whose 
principles are thatonly by warin the open 
field can lreland obtain liberty, and that it is 
the duty of Irishmen to prepare for such a 
war of deliveratice when „England is in- 
volved in difficulties with some great Power. 
The leaders of this society bitterly hate the 
dynamite, or Rossa faction, whose members 
have charged them with misappropriating 
large sums of money contributed 
by the members of the organization 
and others to their private uses. ‘The 
other party returns the hate. The Clan-na- 
Gael party, however, have the inside, as they 
control what is leftof the make-shift com- 
promise of what is known as tne Committee 
of Seven of the Chicago Convention, who 
are parties to the call for the convention. The 
conservatives, however, are not overfriendly 
to the Clan-na-Gaels, who treated them scurv- 
ily at Chicago, and, though they may detest 
the principles of the dynamite party, will 
admit them on condition that they will not 
attempt tooffer dynamite resolutions. Thus, 
at the very outset, will be laid the foundation 
for a first-class scrimmage. 
STILL OTHER FACTIONS 

Another faction likely to give trouble will 
be represented by Patrick Ford, ot the Irish 
Worid, and his followers. ‘These believe in 
land nationalization, in Henry George’s theo- 
ries, and Ford himself is a connecting link 
between them and thedynamites. ‘The An- 
cient Order of Hibernians, which will be 
more largely represented at Philadelphia 
than any other organization, belongs to 
neither faction, but most of its members will 
act with what is called the conservative 
party. The organization, if it acts as such, 
can prevent dissensions, can control the con- 
vention, and lead to some good result, Its 
membership is large, andits leaders, particu- 
larly in the West, very conservative and 
practical. 

From what has been said, however, Mr. 
Parnell’s refusal to attend a gathering of so 
many factions will be commended as wise 
and prudent. Ile could have no sympathy 
with the dynamiters;: he has no sympathy 
with their opponents who were instrumental 
in getting up the New York faction fight on 
his arrival in 1880. He could not afford to 
become the subject of :he scrimmages among 
rival sets, and be made responsible -for the 
speeches in the convention of men of ex- 
treme opinions, as he certainly wouid be by 
Sir William Harcourt and his followers on 
his return to Ireland. 

His refusal to come, however, will have a 
most depressing influence on the convention, 
and it promises, as before stated, nothing 
but failure, unless the Clerical-Conservative 
and Ancient Hibernian elements unite, 

THE CHICAGO MEETING. 

As the action of the various factionsin the 
Chicago Convention may throw some light 
on the subject, a little about the history of 
that gathering may not be amiss just now. 
Its prime promoter was Mr. John F. Finerty, 
of this city. He believed that if the Irish so- 
cieties of America were united for a common 
purpose—that of assisting the leaders in Ire- 
land and acting in consonance with them— 
it would do much good. Wiiththis idea he 
went to New York and Boston and succeed- 
ed in getting the leaders of the rival parties 
in the East, Gen. Collins of Bos- 
ton and John Boyle O'Reilly, as rep- 
resenting the conservative element 
in the Land League, aud Patrick Ford rep- 
resenting the Radial, or, as the Conservatives 
would have it, the Communistic, element, to 
unite in a call for a convention of represent- 
atives of all the irish societies in this city. 
Mr. Fiherty succeeded also in securing a sup- 
plemestary cail, signed by Messrs. T. P. 
O’Connor, T. M. Healy, and Father Eugene 
Sheek® then on a visit to America from Ire- 
laid. ‘The. convention was an imposing 
gathering, and was in appearance at least 
thoroughly representative, but as far as Mr. 
Finerty’s idea in promoting it was concerned 
it was a flat failure. The only good it did 
was to raise about $300,000 for the league 
organization in Ireland, and by far the 
largest portion, all or nearly all 
except the amount subscribed by individual 
members of the convention, among them 
many Chicagoans, would have been sub- 
scribed through the then existing Land 
Leagues had no convention ever been heid. 
As far as unification of organization was con- 
cerned it amounted. to nothing—or worse 
than nothing. The gathering would have 
ended in a split but for the quarrel-avoiding 
compromise proposed towards the close by 
Judge Birdsall, and supported by Father 
Sheehy, which resuited in the appointment 
of the much-talked-of Committee of Seven, 
which proved neither useful nor ornament- 
al. The Chicago gathering was one of mag- 
nificent possibilities, and it was largely a 
representative gathering, but it was most 
shamelesly wire-pulied. For the sake of the

THE COMMITTEE OF SEVEN. 

They fell back on the compromise offered 
at the instance of Father Sheehy all the 
more readily because their Chairman had 
the appointment of the committee. 

But here again was a difficulty; the Chair 
was obliged to appoint the leaders of the 
two strongest parties in the convention— 
Ford for the Frish World party, Collins for 
the Conservative Land-League party, and 
the gentleman who moved the compromise, 
Berdsail, a Jay Gould attorney, of New 
York, whose sympathy with the Irish move- 
ment is very gravely doubted. But Dr. Betts 
did the best he could for his party. He ap- 
pointed four. They would, he thought, con- 
trol the cummittee. So they have. When 
the appointments were announced there was 
wrath and angry imprecations on all sides. 
The seven of the committee were in no 
manner representative. With the exception 
of Messrs. Collins and Ford they had no 
backing, were men of no influence, and both 
Ford and Collins have long ago ceased to act 
with the others. At the first meeting there 
was want of harmony, and it is believed that 
neither Ford nor Collins has attended since 
‘The result of the fiasco was that after the 
$250,000 pledged by the convention had been 
subscribed about the middle of the follow- 
ing March—the Land-League societies, par- 
ticularly in the West, began to disband, Sub- 
scriptions fell off, and in Chicago, where there 
were over twenty Land-League societies, with 
large membership in 1881, there is not one to- 
day. Similar results have followed in other 
cities. Allof which goes to show that big 
lrish conventions, run by factions, even 
though they do not result in open dissension 
and open revolt, do little to further the cause 
which the great bulk of the constituents 
have at heart. 

As was said before, the coming Philadel 
phia convention will consist of many more 
factions, and much more discordant ones than 
the Chicago meeting. It seems already 
doomed to failure, and will probably only re- 
sultin further dissension. The best thing 
that intending delegates to that gathering 
could do would be to contribute the ex- 
penses of a trip to Philadel- 
phia to the organization controlled 
and wisely conducted by Mr. Parnell in Ire- 
land. The convention can hardly fail to em- 
barrass the Irish leader, even if it be the suc- 
cess which its promoters claim for it. 

‘The convention, even if it is harmonious, 
will accomplish nothing towerds unification 
of Irish societies. It will result as did the 
Chicago affair. It it is not, it will greatly 
injure the cause which all Irishmen have at 
heart. If it adopts dynamite resolutions, as 
intimated by Mr. Ford, it will forfeit for 
those engaged in the Irish struggle the sym- 
— which the discreet. prudent, and 
manly policy of Mr. Parnell obtained 
for it, and the respect which the moral 
suasion of such men as A. M. Sullivan 
and Michael Davitt obtained for it by their 
lectures here and their letters 1 pub- 
lished. If dynamite resolutions are adopted 
Mr. Parnell will lese all the advantage of bis 
recent manly stand in Parliament. To do so 
will tend to enlist the sympathies of the ciy- 
ilized world on tne side of England and 
against Ireland, and will therefore leave En- 
gland perfectly free to trample on Ireland, 
which she will under the circumstances most 
certainly and mest naturally do. These con- 
siderations have operated to keep Mr. Par- 
nell from visiting America; they will also 
tend to keep away from it many good Irish- 
men in America. It does seem as though it 
would be a failure. Even Mr. Egan may not 
care to attend.

"Applications for Divorces Occupy the 
Official Attention of Three 


Judges. 


One Woman Fails Because Her 
Husband Was Not Quite 
Cruel Enough, 


* 


Tribulations of an Unfortunate Butcher and 
His Two Wives—Doctors 
Disagree. 


— 


An Unusually Lively Day in the Di- 
voree Courts. 

The divorce market yesterday was boom- 
ing. Three Judges—Tuley, Gardner, and 
Moran—devoted all their attention to hear- 
ing the numerous tales of domestic infelici- 
ty, andin making as many applicants happy 
as they could. The numberof the fair sex 
present was legion, young and old, fair and 
dark, and they filled the court-rooms. There 
were thirty-seven cases on the calendars, and 
over half of them were heard, but quite a 
number of them failed to make even a prima- 
facie showing. 

NOT CRUELTY ENOUGH. 

The first case heard by Judge Tuley was 
that of Catharine Hunt against het huspand, 
Leander Huni, a railroad engineer. She 
testified that they were married in June, 1869, 
and lived together until January, 1882, when 
they separated. Her story of cruelty was of 
the routine kind—continued abuse and neg- 
lect. He was very easily upset by drink, and 
when the least in liquor would often strike 
her. A very pretty sister of the complainant 
corroborated in very general terms the 
charges of the bill, but the Judge said the 
proof was not sufficient to show extreme and 
repeated cruelty, and directed the case to be 
continued for more evidence. 

A LACK OF AFFINITY. 

The trouble in the Housman family, as de- 
tailed before the same Judge, was want of 
affinity. Charles H. Housman, the complain- 
ant, is a middle-aged man, with a very bad 
habit of keeping his mouth in perpetual mo- 
tion. He testified that he married Harriet 
Housman on Christmas-Day, 1859, and lived 
with her until 1881, when she told him she 
did not wish him to live with her any longer, 
and he obediently left her. She was very 
jealous of him, and made him very miser- 
able when she went out in society with him, 
because she would not permit him 
to admire other women. She ad- 
mitted she did not love him. 
When they separated at her request he di- 
vided their worldly possessions. He had $160 
and some furniture, and he endowed her 
with all the latter and $60 of the former, and 
took a train for Chicago. He did not think 
there had ever been any aflinity between 
himself and wife. 

‘The Judge—It took you twenty years to 
find it out? 

Witness (very meekly)— Yes; I waited un- 
— the children were married and settled in 

e. 
The Judge—l can’t give any divorce on 
such showing. On evidence like this I might 
divorce half the State of Michigan. 

The attorney of Housman suggested that 
he hada deposition to corroborate his cli- 
ent's evidence. The Judge ran through it, 
and dashed the hopes of the man without an 
affinity by remarking that there was no evi- 
dence worth considering in the deposition, 
and he would not grant any decree unless 
better reason was shown. 

The case was continued until a future time 
for more proof. 

WICKED WADHAMS. 

Among the cases heard by Judge Gardner 
was that of Elizabeth J. Wadhams against A. 
S. Wadhams, a well-known manufacturer of 
Masonic regalia and fancy costumes at No. 
190 Clark street. The parties were married 
some nine years ago, and about a year ago 
she went out on the road to canvass for or- 
ders. On her return she discovered, as she 
alleges, that her husband had become quite 
too intimate with a young girl.they had 
adopted. Naturally there was a row, and the 
young girl took the first train fag home. A 
reconciliation was effected, and Mrs. Wad- 
hams took another trip as drummer. When 
she got back she claims that she 
found the adopted daughter had been 
supplanted in her husband’s facile 
affections by the servant girl. The latter as- 
suined to run the house, and her matutinal 
duties of lighting the fires were performed 
in part by Wadhams, who also assisted in 
other ways. Mrs. Wadhams claims that she 
subsequently discovered that her husband 
had sent $50 to the adopted daughter, and 
was making arrangements to meet her in 
Florida. The meeting did not take place, as 
the girl’s father stepped in and took a hand 
by intercepting the $50 check. Whether 

adhams got it back again did not appear. 
Two hotel clerks—one at the Revere House 
the other at the Massasoit, testified that 
Wadhams had occupied a room at the hotel 
with a lady, and Mrs. Wadhams was made 
happy by a decree of divorce. 

DOCTORS DISAGREE, 

Another case heard by the same Judge 
was that of Dr. William II. Stockham against 
Dr. Alice B. Stockham. The varties were 
married in 1856, and have had two children— 
Cora L., BB years of age, and William II., 21 
years old. Stoekham deserted his wife four 
years ago and weut to California, and Mrs. 
S. had ever since supported herself and fam- 
ily by practicing medicine. She is living at 
No. 999 Polk street. Theonly possible rea- 
son for the separation was some disagree- 
ment over the arbitrary way in which he 
treated his children. ‘The daughter corrob- 
orated her mother’s statements, and said her 
father was arbitrary and would not recog- 
uize his children as grown persons, He did 
not contribute anything to their 2 jute Dr. 
Stockham formerly practiced at fayette, 
ind. 

LINES FALLEN IN UNPLEASANT PLACES, 

Charles G. Lines, the son of the well-known 
carriage-builder, was also defendant in a 
divorce suii before Judge Gardner at the in- 
stance of his wife, Jennie C. Lines. The 
parties were married Dec. 2, 1877, and lived 
together until Dec. 27, 1882. he was charged 
with neglecting his wife and .chiidren for 
other women; and Mrs. Lines was granted 
a decree. a 

HARBESON, 

Another case of Judge Gardner’s, and 
which savored considerably of being “cut 
and dried,” was that of Frank O. F. Harbe- 
son against Linda M. Harbeson. They were 
married about 1876, and she left him 
in February, 1881. in Cincinnati, while 
he was sick in bed. He 
had no idea what the cause was. He said 
his wife was willing his mother should have 
the care of the child, the fruit of the mar- 
riage, and be the trustee of any property that 
might go to the latter. 

NEW BILIS. 

New bills for divorce were filed yesterday 
by Helen Scotield against Henry Scofield on

THE PANTOMIME. 

The jump from John Bright as a Lord 
Rector to the pantomime is not great or 
hazardous. Both are equally English insti- 
tutions. Not John Bright as a Lord Rector, 
but plain John Bright the Quaker and the 
good and gay pantomime. And long may 
they both live! It is difficult to understand 
why the pantomime has not been trans- 
planted to America, In the provinces all 
the theatres and in London several of the 
leading play-houses are given over to the 
pantomime from Christmas to Passion Week. 
So the magnificent, rollicking, gorgeous, 

laring, miraculous spectacle which has 

eld the boards at Drury Lane all 
these weeks closed with the end of 
last week. Mr. Augustus Harris deserves 
ail praise for opening his house several times 
to charity children, and last week at a morn- 
ing performance to the waifs and strays of 
the East End. These children of the gutter 
came 5,000 strong in rags and filth, a long, 
slimy procession, in a pelting rain. 

Mrs. Burgwin, of the Borough District 
Schoo! Board, marshaled these hosts of the 
unwashed, and with such assistance as she 
could command marched a distance of be- 
tween two and three miles toold Drury Lane. 
Such a sight is to be seen nowhere 
else on earth but in London. Rags, tatters, 
flummery, frippery, filth, matt air are 
words that convey to American ears ho mean- 
ing as compared with the actuality for which 
they stand in London. The attempt to keep 
these 5,000 unfledged birds of prey in order 


during their march was very soon given up 


as hopeless. Their glee was simply uproari- 
ous, their borse-play irrepressible, and their 
taunts and jeers at times far from savory. 
During the pantomime the chorus 
of criticism, the gutter slang, the 
throwing of bits of rags called 
caps, the quick~ perception of the 
ludicrous, the stainping the time of the fa- 
miliar tunes, the reckless joining in the 
songs, the catching up a phrase and sending 
it booming from pit to gallery, was a frolic 
and a rollick to be heard nowhere on earth 
except in England. Then, at Mr. Augustus 
Harris’ expense, refreshinents were passed 
aroundand pandemonium was enacted in de- 
tail. The screaming and the snatching were 
appalling, and eating was done with the 
fury of young wolves. What is to 
become of these ehildren? Let us 
not philosophize. There they were, 5,000 
strong, from the squaler and destitution of 
the East End of London. These children 
are born in sin. They huddle in tenements, 
in alleys and courts, as thick as bees in a 
hive. They know neither father, mother, 
nor earthly relative. They are a class below 
the newsboys and bootblacks. They beg 
and steal; perhaps beg a broom and 
take to sweeping the street crossings 
for a while. They turn out at 
11 or 12 o’elock at night to open 
cab-doors for persons coming out of the the- 
tres, for which needless service they claim a 
penny. There are thousands upon thousands 
ot these juvenile cut-throats who have no 
home and no means of support from day to 
day. They lodge at night wherever they 
can find a doorway and whenever they fall 


asleep. 

The West End of London, seemingly, is 
heaven on earth, and the East End is hell on 
earth. This seething mass of destitution and 
degradation is today the terror of civiliza- 
uon!

DR. GURTEEN, 

The Rey. Dr. Gurteen spoke of the history 
of the Charity Organization in London, where 
it originated, and also of its work in this 
country, dwelling upon the fact that its pur- 
pose was not so much to distribute alms as 
to help the poor to help themselves, and to 


do away with public alms-asking, and to 


make r obnoxious. The society 
here, he said, had already secured a registra- 
tion of a large number of the persons receiving 
relief, from whatever source, and it was in- 
tended, if the necessary financial aid was ex- 
tended, to establish a system of visitations, 
district the city, andemploy visitors, which 
he thought would not only decrease the 
number of paupers, but would serve to con- 
centrate the charity of the city and prevent 
the giving to persons who were undeserving. 
It was just as wrong, he said, to give money 
to a professional pauper as it was to give 
whisky to a confirmed drunkard, and it was 
this idea that the organization was trying to 
impress upon the public mind, and when it 
was impressed jit would be a re- 
lief to everybody, not excepting the 
street mendicants. And, further than this, 
the object was to teach thriftiness and dis- 
courage the making of pauvers, and at the 
ame time to protect every deserving person 
from suffering- and want by supplying him 
with the means of earning a livelihood if he 
was willing to work. 
B. P. MOULTON. 

B. P. Moulton followed with the reading of 
a paper recently presented to the Commercial 
Club, which was largely statistical, and which 
went to show that wherever charity bad been 
consolidated, as in London, for instance, the 
results had n excellent. The paper com- 
mended the organization presided over by 
Mr. Gurteen in the strongest terms, and 
argued that the giving of money was 
by no means the best charity; 
but, on the contrary, the prevention 
of the misapplication uf charity was the great 
desideratum. It the Charity Organization 
was sustained, as he thought it should be, it 
would put a stop to promiscuous alms-giving, 
and there was no better way to sustain it 
than by the consolidation of ail charitabie 
work. He referred to the expenditures of 
the county for charitable purposes, among 
other things, and thought that the amount 
could and ought to be largely reduced, and 
that the organization in question would do a 
great deal to that end. 

Messrs. Clarke. Rend, and others. addea 
words of approval of the movement, and Mr. 
Henning announced that he felt greatly en- 
couraged, He had found the bfsiness pub- 
lic who bad made aware of the objects 
of the organization heartily in accord with 
it and ready to help it on, and announced, as 
an instance, that J. W. Doane had promised 
n contribution of $500 when it should be 
needed, and that P, D. Armour, C. F. Cum- 
mings, Franklin Mac Veagh, and others had 
ussured him.that they could be relied upon 
— A hundred each as necessity might

New York, April 5.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—In a recent letter to you I spoke at 
some length of the leading ladies in the va- 
rious theatres of the country, calling atten- 
tion to the fact that even the prettiest and 
most populanwere getting along in years, 
and named some of the more promising girls 
likely to succeed them. At the head of 
these last I placed Miss Georgie Cayvan; and 
the precedence has been justified this week, 
for A. M. Palmer has engaged her as leading 
lady at the Union Square Theatre for next 
season, taking Miss Sara Jewett’s place. 
This gives her position as the youngest lead- 
ing lady in America, and no doubt she is the 
most capable. - 

Naturally following the subjectof leading 
ladies is that of leading men. It is a matter 
with which managers have to cope con- 
stantly. Good leading men are as 
scarce as hen’s teeth. In fact, there 
are probably not more than three 
or four who fill all the requirements on the 
English-speaking stage. The best of these 
for he speaks his native tongue correctly and 
elegantly—is Charles Coghlan, but he is an- 
chored in London. 

Frohman, of the Madison Square, who 
seems to be trying to get all the trump cards 
into his hand, went after him a year ago, but 
Coghlan’s terms were so high that the effort 
was abandoned.

Chicago theatre-goers who remember him as 
John Strebelow in “The Banker’s Daugh- 
ter“ will not need to be assured that he is a 
good, sterling, conscientious, and fin- 
ished actor, who will probably 
play well the parts presented to 
him. Mr. Palmer has in consideration se- 
eral other gentlemen whose names we shall 
shortly know, and will doubtless be abie to 
carry his season through with his old-time 
prestige. Miss Cayvan will be the novelty. 
Maude Harrison will play the comedy paris; 
while Parsloe, J. H. Stoddart, Mrs. Phillips, 
Mrs. Vernon, Nettie Guion, Walden Ram- 
sey, and the rest of the company will be seen 
at the opening of the season in New York in 
a new play entitled“ Storm-Beaten,” by 
Robert Buchanan, which has just scored a 
success in London.

Heis 
a handsome, dashing fellow, as personally 
attractive as Montague was, a better actor, 
and thoroughly artistic, and he seems to be a 
sort of surprise to managers who had not 
heard much of him before. He is 32 or 33 

rears old, and will play next Monday in 
irs. Burton MHarrison's comedy, The 
Russian Honeymoon.”

Augustin Daly has no strong leading man.

THE SUICIDE OF MORSE. 

Mr. N. 8. Morse, manager of the News, 
wio committed suicide yesterday by shoot- 
ing himself through the head in his office, 
has a history. In Connecticut, when the 
War broke out, his voice was loudly heard 
on the side of the Rebellion through edi- 
torials in his newspaper, the Bridgeport 
Farmer. He ridiculed the Union army for 
its defeat at Bull Run, likening its soldiers 
to frightened cowards running away from 
heroes defending their homes and their 
rights. I remember Morse’s career well, He 
presided at the peace meetings, pulled up 
the white flags, and advised his hearers to 
fight the enlistment officers of the tyrant 
Lincoln. Ile called a county peace meeting 
at Stepney, which 1 remember well, raised a 
great white flag, and was on the platform 
speaking in behalt of “the cause of the 
South,” when a hundred or two Brideport 
boys under command of P. T. Barnum ap- 
eared over the hill with Union flags flying. 
Morse and hiscompatriots fled to an adjoin- 
ing corn-field, where they drew their arms 
and threatened to make a sally to retake the 

latform. Elias Howe, inventor of the sew- 
ng machine, who was on the platform, 
shouted: It they fire a gun, boys, burn 
this town, and I’ll pay the Union men’s dam- 
ages!” There was no fight. Morse retreated 
to his Bridgeport office and was writing an 
editorial about the outrage perpetrated on 
peace-loving citizens, when he heard an 
angry shout on the street, and, looking out, 
Saw several hundred of Lincoln’s hirelings 
making for the office in a state of 
high excitement. He fled to the roof 
and escaped by adjoining buildings, while 
the crowd entered, threw the type and fixt- 
ures in the street, and broke the presses with 
sledge-hammers. Two hundred clubs for 
deteuse were found in an adjoining room. 
Morse, hooted at and grossly insulted. where- 
ever he appeared on the street, shortly fled 
to Washington, and escaped thence across 


the Potomac and James to the land of his 


choice, becoming the editor of a-paper in Au- 
gusta, Ga., which he published during the 
War, raising no more peace flags, but repeat- 
edly calling on the Confederate hosts to 
rally.“ He raised considerable cotton, and 
Was about selling it when the insatiable 
Sherman camealong and burntitup. This 
is the man who, at the age of 56, shot himself 
in the office of Ben Wood’s paper yesterday. 
It Sherman had permitted him to sell his 
cotton—however, what is the use ef conject- 
uring ? 
THK NINETEENTH CENTURY CLUB,

This scene was the more 
remarkable because it took place in a club 
where extreme roe bi: is the rule, and 
where offensive personality has never before 
been indulged in by any speaker, and in 
drawing-rooms where the intellectual élite of 
the city were assembled, ‘The Rev. Howard 
Crosby was invited to be present and partici- 
pate, but he sent his negative, drawn from 
the same bundle of maternal similes, remark- 
ing: I cannot discuss the truths of religion, 
1 would as soon discuss the virtue of my 
mother.” Which strikes me as a queerspeech, 
I begin to think it is of doubtful expediency 
to discuss the questions of religious belief 
with those who differ from us very widely. 
THE PASSION PLAY-—-EXIT. 

Salmi Morse has had several millions of 
dollars’ worth of good advertising, but it is 
unavailable, for the courts steadily refuse to 
let him produce the Passion Play. I have 
already set forth in these letters extracts 
from the text of the sacred drama, from 
which your readers may have seen how sap- 
less and stilted it is—how utterly unlike the 
simple and dignified words uttered by Jesus 
and his disciples. And yet I confess that l 
have sympathy for Morse, not because he 
has borrowed a good deal of money, for that 
may not trouble him seriously, but because, 
really, you know, this ought to bea free 
country to some extent. I was up the other 
evening at the last rehearsal. The present 
objections to the play, even from the most 
devout point of view, are mostly fanciful. 
The crucifixion and ascension scenes are 
both omitted. So is the Gethsemane scene. 
So is the Last Supper with its dreary mono- 
logue. In fact, the Nazarene is the least inter- 
esting character in the play, amd appears 
only twice, and only for two or three min- 
utes each time. In this character Wanna- 
maker is no more “horrible” than the 
Jesus who sings in the oratorios, except that 
he is made up to resemble the pictures 
paintea in the sixteenth century, which 
probably look as little like the 
historical Nazarene as they do like 
any man, The black-eyed blonde 
Mary, with a white cashmere robe, draped 
and hooded with blue, becomes quite an in- 
teresting personage; so does Joseph, in raw 
silk of neutral tints and long black hair. But 
the real hero is Judas, with a shaggy red 
head and frowsy red beard like Justus 
Schwab, and apvareled in a red flannel shirt 
like a Minnesota lumberman just in from a 
„drive.“ And the scenes of the temple and 
the streets of Jerusalein are quite impressive. 

But they were not half so impressive as 
was the indignant wailing of che Jewish maid- 
ens and mothers when the show was broken 
up Tuesday night. They had sung for four 
months and had®received no pay. They had 
lived on promises. Mr. Morse had chucked 
them under the chin and called them good 
girls, and always told them they would be 
paid next week. ‘They would trust him no 
more. Some of them cried. Others mashed 
the papier-maché babies against the temple, 
kicked the papier-inaché brass lion, sat on 
the altar, and denounced the whole outfit. 
Mr. Morsecame upon the stage and told them 


that they would be paid next week, when | 


Cymon of Cyrene told him to “ cheese it,” 
and Salome and St. Bartholomew inquired 
of him in one voice what he was giving 
them.

THE CHILDREN SUCCESSFUL. 

I trust that alleged humanitarians have 
not been so successful thereaway in keeping 
children from earning a respectable living 
on the stage as they generaily have in this 
city. Hundreds of children of all ages are 
now fighting to keep off starvation, sume of 
them, no doubt, by beggary, because they 
have not been permitted to “ruin their 
health“ by acting in petty parts ig harmless 
dramas. Barnum bas taken a st in favor 
of his young performers, and he made some- 
thing of a sensation in court when he offered 
to exhibit their prosecutor to the public as a 
man who wanted to brevent children from 
earning a living. If it were a choice be- 
tween acting in a show and being sent to 
school by rich fathers, taere might be room 
for remonstrance, but it is always a choice 
between acting and something worse. In 
outward condition, Sissy Sleary is the typ- 
ical child of the stags, 

PETER COOPER. 

Every flag in the city is at half-mast to cel- 
ebrate the death of our most venerable and 
public-spirited citizen. Ninety-two years is 
a long time to live. When Peter Cooper was 
born Edgar A. Poe’s grandfather was not 
yet married. Shelley, and Tom Hood, 
and Keats were not born. Byron 
was a baby in his mother’s arms. Washing- 
ton was farming again. Napoleon Bona- 
parte was a young Second Lieutenant on 
half-pay and without a command. New York 
was about as large as Kalamazoo now is, and 
the City-Hall Park was a flower and vegeta- 
ble garden a little out of town. 

well remember,“ he said to me one 
day, how, fifty odd years ago, 1 went 
off up-town alone, and rowed across to Mr. 
Black well’s farm. in the East River, and got 
an offer of it from him at a stipulated price, 
and then came back to the. Board of Alder- 
men, of which I was a member, and induced 
them to buy it for the city prisons. Nobody 
expected to live to see the city grow around 
those islands.“ 

During this same call Mr. Cooper said to 
me: “i have just had a curious caller: an 
Episcopal Bishop, who came to see if I 
would not join ‘some evangelical church,’ so 
that, when I came to die, nobody should say 
that the Cooper Union was established by an 
atheist or intidel. 1 told him I was not an 
atheist or infidel; I was a Unitariau in be- 
lief; | Knew no object. of worship except the 
one living and true God; and | considered 
réligion nothing more nor less than ascience 
by which the movements of the material 
and moral world could be regulated; and 
that I knew no better teacher than the opin- 
ions of mankind, He politely said that he 
perceived that | was a scholar. This cou 
pliment I was obliged to decline, and 1 told 
him Thad never been to school mére than 
three or four months in all my life. If I had 
my way, I told him, the worst of the human 
race, the mose depraved wretches, shoutd 
wake up in another life, not in torment, bul 
in the midst of lovinw friends and beautiful 
things. The good Bishop did not even try 
to convert me to any better theology, but he 
went away with every expression of kind- 
ness—kindness which I am sure he felt.” 

Thuriow Weed told me of a similar visit 
he had after he was 80 from a complacent 
young sprig from the divinity school, and 
how he received him. It was a very inter- 
esting interview indeed, but the venera- 
ble journalist did most of the talking, 
and the seriousminded youth retired 
more serious than ever. “How absurd 
and how incomprehensible it is,” said 
Mr. Weed, “that clergymen should im- 
agine that a thoughtful man can live to 
years of maturity amid death and suffering 
without having given grave attention to the 
puzzles of this life and the problems of the 
next.“

Boston, Mass., April 5.—[Speclal 
Correspondence.] — The fact that Easter 
fell early this year has no ap- 
parens effect on our changeable 
weather—sunshine one day a suow-storm 
the next.

HOUSE DECORATION. 

At a recent reception which I had the 
pleasure of attending 1 was struck by the 
exceeding beauty of the house. In the first 
place, it was not very large. Far be it from 
me to deprecate size or magnificence in 
houses, but even in these days all have 
not their millions, and this house, 11 point of 
size at least, represents what some of us may 
hereafter attain to, though we are not Van- 
derbilts. The house was designed by the 
well-known architect Mr. James R. Greger- 
son, and is somewhat French in style—the 
first story being built reg-de-chausse.

ceptionally fine. The color of the ground- 
work is terra-cotta, with large white lilies 
painted in bold relief. 

THE AUTHOR OF “MR. ISAACS.”
